SATURDAY,     -January  i%    1780. 

H  E  delegates  for  MafTachufetts-Bay  produced  cx€^ 
dentials  of  their  appointment,   which  were  read. 

Pefolved,  That  thirty  dollars  a  day  be  allowed  to  Ro- 
bert Jewell,  keeper  of  the  new  gaol  in.  Philadelphia;  twen- 
ty dollars  a  day  to  each  of  his  affiftants,  and  ten  dollars 
a  day  to  his  turnkey  ;  in  full  of  their  fervices  and  fubfift'- 
ance  until  the  further  orders  of  Congrefs. 

Refolved^  That  the  commiliary  general  of  purchafes  be 
allowed  a  falary  at  the  rate  of  forty  thoufand  dollars  by 
the  year,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs  ',  alfo  fix:  ra- 
dons a  day,  and  forage  for  four  horfes  : 

RqfoUedy  That  an  affiftant  commiilary  be  appointed  by 
the  commiflary  general  to  each  of  the  ftates  in  v/hich  it 
ihall  be  neceilary  that  purchafes  be  made  under  him,  and  in 
which  provifion  fliall  not  have  been  made  by  the  flates  re- 
fpedively  for  furnifhing  the  necelTary  fupplies  ; 

That  the  faid  affiftant  commiiTaries  be  allowed  on  all 
good  merchantable  articles  which  may  be  purchaf^d  by 
then.  or.  under  their  dircdion  refpedlYely^  iwo  per  cent 
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on  twenty  fold  the  prices  they  were  fold  at  in  the  yes.'^ 
1774,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs,  out  of  which 
ihey  fhall  pay  -all  their  agents  and  defray  the  whole  ex- 
pence  attending  fuch  purchafes  ;  nor  fhall  they  nor  any  of 
their  agents  be  entitled  to'rations  or  forage,  eiicept  when 
tailed  by  the  neceifary  bufinef?  of  their  department  to  at- 
tend the  army.  '  "  . 
■"    And  in  order  the  better  to  afcertain  fuch  prices, 

Refolvcd^  That  the  executive  power  of  every  ftate  be  re-t 
quefted  to  return  to  the  board  of  treafury  a  lift  of  the  com- 
inodities  ufually  fold  within  fuch  ftate,  and  the  price  cur- 
rent in  the  year  1774,  and  that  copies  of  fuch  liftsbe  fur- 
niftied  from,  thence  to  the  com'milTary  general  and  his  af- 
iiftants  : 

'  That  the  commifTary  general  be  direfted  to  keep  regular 
accounts,  in  which  he  ftiall  cliarge  all  perfons  belonging 
to  his  department  with  the  money  advanced  to  them,  and 
give  them  credit  for  the  purchafes  made  by  them,  entering 
their  refpedive  accounts  at  large  ;  that  he  check  all  ac- 
counts within  his  department,  ^nd  rejed  improper  charges  ; 
jdired  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  his  refpedive 
deputies  fhall  be  kept,  ordering  the  articles  purchafed  tp 
be  entered  under  diftind  heads,  fo  that  the  expenditures! 
for  each  feparate  article  may  be  feen  at  one  view ;  that 
he  fhall  once  in  every  three  months,  or  bftner  if  required, 
exhibit  a  fair  and  comprehenfive  view  of  the  ftate  of  his 
purchafes  in  columns,  the  manner  in  which  the  fame  has 
been  expended,  and  the  ftock  on  hand,  with  the  price  of 
each  article,  and  the  ftate,  county  and  diftrid  in  which 
purchafed :    • 

■  That  every  affiftant  commifTary  make  monthly  returns  to 
the  commiifary  general  of  the  articles  purchafed,  the  priced 
the  name  of  the  agent  by  whom  the  fame  were  bought, 
and  the  perfons  to  whom  delivered  3  or  "if  ftill  on  hand  ae 
what  place  ftored  : 

That  no  money  be  advanced  to  any  alliftant  commifTary 
until  he  has  made  fuch  returns  and-  accounted  for  money 
ireceived,  rendering  to  the  commifTary  general  receipts  froni 
his  agents  for  the  money  advanced  to  them  : 
'  That  every  alTiftant  commifTary  call  upon  his  agents  fo? 
monthly  returns  of  their  expenditures,  without  which  r«* 
^•"     '    .  turns    ' 
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turns  no  further  fums  be  advanced  to  them  ;  t)ut  that  thef 
be  fued  to  account  for  the  money  in  their  hands: 

That  the  commiffary  general  of  iflues,  be,  and  he  is  here-*' 
by  direded  to  make  monthly  returns  of  the  number  of  ra- 
tions ilTugd,  to  what  perfons,  and  at  what  place,  to  the 
board  of  war,  in  order  to  take  their  diredion  as  to  the 
i:ontinuing  fuch  iflues  t

Refolvedj  That  the  fum  of  ninety-Cx  dollars  be  allowed^ 
to  Andrew  Harper,  for  his  fervices  from  Auguft  the  ift  td 
iDecember  the  iitli,  1779;  He  being  during  that  period 
employed  in  extra  duty  by  general  Hogan,  while  com- 
|nanding  in  Philadelphia.   .. 

,,  Refolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  publilh  the  deter-^ 
^ination  of  Con.t^refs  with  refpeft  to  the:  cirrwing  of  bill^' 
of  exchange,  agreeable  to  the  refolurjon'  of  the  27rh  of 
December  laft,  the  terms  upon  yv::hich  they  are  to  be  fold, 
and  the  time  on  which  they  will  be  ready  for  fale,  toge- 
ther with  the  names  of  the  perfons  appointed  to  difpofs 
■^f  the  fame. 

WEDNESDAY,     Janiiarj/  5,    1780. 

Hefoh'ed,  That  a  member  be  added  to  the  committee  01^ 
appeals,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Paca,  who  is  abfent.    , 
The  member  chofen  Mr*  Elfworth. 

FRIDAY,      January  7,  1780. 

Refolved,  That  the  commiftary  general  of  purchafes  be 
^-mpowered  to  appoint  an  affiftant,  whofe  duty  itiliall  be. 
CO  remain  at  head-quarters,  and  receive  the  diredions  of 
the  commander  in  chief  and  the  ,commiiTary  general  : 

That  the  faid  affillant  be  allowed  a  falary,  at  the  rate 
of  ten  thoufand  dollars  per  annum,  two  rations  a  day, 
and  forage  for  one  horfe,  until  the  further  order  of  Con- 
grefs  : 

Tlaa,t  the  coopers^  butchers,  packers,  drovers  and  fuper* 

iiitendant« 
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intendants  of  cattle,  be  under  the  regulations  and  dlTedidiS" 
formerly  eftablillied  by  refolutions  of  Congrefs  : 

That  a  letter  be  written  to  the  governor  of  Connedicut, 
reprefenting  the  apprehenfions  of  Congrefs  on  account  of 
the  fmall  fupply  of  beef,  and  requelling  the  immediate  aid 
of  the  legifiature  of  that  ftateto  the  commiflary  general  or 
his  ailiilants,  in  procuring  and  forwarding  the  fame,  the 
expence  of  which  Congrefs  v/'ill  find  means  to  defray,  or 
credit  to  the  ftate  in  part  of  their  quota  of  fupplies. 

A  reprefentation  from  the  f'uprem.e  executive  council  of 
the  iiate  of  Penhfylvania,  refpefting  the  barracks  near  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  barrack-mafter's  department, 
was  laid  before  Congrefs : 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  board  of  war,  and 
that  they  be  directed  to  difcharge  immediately  the  fuper- 
numerary  officers  in  the  barrack-mafcers  department,  and 
take  further  order  thereon, 

Refohedy  That  when  exprefTes  are  wanted  for  forward- 
ing difpatches  from  Congrefs,  or  any  of  their  comxmittees, 
application  be  made  to  the  board  of  war,  who  are  to  pro- 
vide the  fame  : 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  comimerce  difpofe  f>f 
thefugar  and  coffee  in  their  pofTeflion  in  this  city,  in  fuch 
manner  as  they  fnall  deem  moflfor  the  public  intereil. 

Refolded,  That  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs, 
thefurveyorsof  the  poll-office  be  -allowed  their  reafonable 
expences  in  travelling  the  roads,  an  account  of  fuch  ex- 
pences  to  be  rendered  every  three  months  to  the  poft-maif^r 
^'^eneral,  upon  oath  ;  and  that  a  late  refolution  of  Congrefs, 
giving  forty  dollars  a  day,  be  repealed, 

SATURDAY,    Januari/,^,  17^0. 

Pefolved,  That  the  refignatlon  of  lieutenant  Jofeph 
Hite,  of  the  8th  Virginia  regiment,  be  accepted. 

^efolved.,  That  every  officer  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  whofe  duty  requires  his  being  on  horfe-back  in 
timeofadion,  be  allowed  a  fum,  not  exceeding  the  aver- 
age price  given  at  the  timie  in  the  department  or  place 
wher-e  the  accident  fiiall  happen,  for  horfes  purchased  for

private  dragoons,  as  a  compenfation  for  anyhorfe  he/liViI 
have  killed  in  battle  ;  this  refolution  to  have  retrofped  ys 
far  as  the  ift  of  January,  1779;  and  the  quarter-mafter 
general,  or  his  deputy,  is  hereby  authorifed  to  pay  the 
value  of  fuch  horfes,  not  exceeding  the  faid  price,  to  the 
refpet'ilive  fufferers,  on  the  fads  being  properly  authenti- 
cated. 

Refolvcdy  Thut  tlie  four  Georgia  regiments,  be  reformec|'» 
and  no  more  officers  retained  in  the  fervice  than  are  necef- 
fary  for  two  regiments. 

That  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fouthern  army  efta,:- 
bliih  fome  equitable  rule  for  the  arrangement  of  the  faii 
officers ;  and  fuch  as  are  left  out  of  the  arrangement  be 
deemed  fupernumerary  agreeably  to  the  rules  adopted  by 
the  main  array,  and  entitled  to  the  benefits  allowed  by 
the  refolution  of  the  24th  of  November,  177S  : 

That  fuch  of  the  officers  as  are  retained  in  fervice  flialf 
be' employed,  until  the  regiment  can  be  recruited,  in  fuck 
way  as  the  faid  commanding  officer  ihall  deem  moft  con- ' 
ducive  to  the  public  intereli: :  .    , 

,  That  the  Georgia  officers  of  the  gallies  and  of  the  fight 
dragoons,  who  are  on  continental  eftablilhrnent,  be  con- 
sidered, as  fupernumeraries. 

Refolvcd^  That  the  marines  of  the  navy  of  the  United 
States,  whilfh  doing  garrifon  duty,  be  allowed  the  fame" 
fubfiftance  monies  as  are  all'owed  to  the  officers  and  fol- 
diers  of  the  line  of  the  army  by  the  refolution  of  Congreis 
«f  the   1 8th  of  Auguft,    1779.-

J^efolved^  That  major  general  Charles  Lee  be  informed, 
that  Congrefs  have  no  further  occafion  for  his  fervices  ia 
the  army  of  the  United  Statgs. 

WEDNESDAY,     'January  12,   1780. 

FefoJed^  That  fuch  of  the  Virginia  troops  as,  by  a  re^^ 
folve  of  the  15th  of  December  laft,  were  required  to  re- 
!?urn  and  join  the  m.ain  arm.y,  be  marched  by  their  officers 
ia  the  iiate  of  Virginia^  and  there  difcharged^  a  change 

of 
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of  circumftances  rendering  their  jundion  with  that  arm^ 
unneceiTary,  except  fuch  number  ©f  thofe  whofe  times  o£ 
enliftment  will  lateft  expire  as  fhall  be  deemed  neceffary 
to  be  employed  as  guards  by  the  board  of  war. 

Refohed,  That  the  board  of  war  be  direded  to  order 
twelve  dragoon  horfes  to  be  delivered  to  colonel  Armand, 
for  the  ufe  of  his  corps  ;  thefaid  horfes  to  be  taken  from' 
thofe  already  purchafed  for  the  public  ufe,  and  not  other- 
wife  neceflarily  employed.- .  ,  ■- 

Re/oeved^  That  Mr.  Galvan  receiye  the  commiflion  of 
major  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  be  employed 
in  the  infpedorfliip,  as  the  commander  in  chief  fhall  direcft* 
.  The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  the 
5th  inftant  from  general  Waftiington,  inclofmg  a  letter  of 
the  3d  from  Royal  Flint,  affiftant  commifTary,  and  one  of 
the  4th  from  brigadier  general  Irwine,  brought  in  a  report  j" 
■whereupon    :.  .-  ^ 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  the  faid  letters,  as  far  as  they 
refped  the  diftrefs  of  the  army  from  the  want  of  provifions, , 
be  fent,  with  all  pofTible  difpatch,  to  the  legiflatures,  or. 
in  their  recefs  to  the  fupreme  executive  councils  of  the 
ilates  of  Connedicut,  New- York,  Pennfylvania,  and  De-- 
laware ;  and  that  they  be  refpedively  urged,  in  the  moft. 
preffing  manner,  to  fend  immediate  fupplies  of  provifions 
to  the   army. 

Refohed,  That  the  muftering  department  be  difcon-* 
^inued,  and  the   officers  thereof  difcharged. 

And  whereas  the  commifTary  general  of  mullers  has  ap-, 
proved  himfelf  a  good  and  faithful  officer,  and  thofe  who, 
have  been  employed  under  him  have  given  fatisfadion  io 
their  offices: 

Refohedy  That  the  faid  commifTary  general  of  muflers,- 
and  thofe  officers  who  have  continued  in  that  department 
tinder  him  for  eighteen  months  laft  paft,  fhall  be  entitled 
to  receive  a  fum  equal  to  their  pay  refpedively  for  the 
term  of  tv/elve  months  from  this  day. 

Refolved,  That  in  future  the  bufmefs  of  muflering  the 
troops  be  performed  by  the  infpedors  of  the  army,  in  fuch 
manner  and  under  fuch  regulations  as  the  commander  in 
chief  fhall  dired;  who  is  hereby  authorifed  to  make  the 
Arrangements,  reporting  the  fame  to  Congrefs.

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THURSDAY,     January  13,  1780. 

A  letter  of  the  4th  from  general  Wafhington  was  read^ 
accompanied  with  fundry  papers  relative  to  a  propofed 
exchange  of  prifoners  of  war ;  whereupon 

Refolved,  That  all  the  powers  granted  to  general  Wafli- 
ington,  by  the  refolution  of  the  5th  of  March,  1779,  re- 
fpeding  the  exchange  of  prifoners,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by renewed  and  confirmed. 

Ordered^  That  the  papers  accompanying  the  general*? 
letter  of  the  4th  be  returned  to  him. 

Refohed,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  executive  au- 
thorities of  the  feveral  llates,  to  tranfmit  with  all  poflible 
expedition  to  general  Wafhington,  the  names  and  rank  of 
all  officers  ;  and  the  number  of  privates  belonging  to  the 
enemy,  held  as  prifoners  of  war  within  their  refpedive 
ftates,  and  the  places  they  are  at,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  included  in  the  general  exchange,  ihould  a  cartel  be 
agreed  to,  between  the  commanders  in  chief  of  the  Am^e- 
rican  and  Britiih  armies. 

Many  incqnveniencies  attending  the  prefent  manager 
ment  of  prifoners  of  war,  and  great  difTatisfadion  hav^ 
ing  arifen  from  the  mode  of  exchanging  them  heretofore 
ufed  from  the  partialities  inevitably  attending  the  fame, 
while  conduced  under  yarious  diredionsby  divers  commiif- 
faries  independent  of  each  other ;  and  fufficient  provifion 
hot  being  made  for  their  fecurjty,  in  many  cafes  frequently 
occurring : 

Refohed,  That  all  prifoners  of  war,  whether  captivated 
by  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  or  by  the  fub- 
jeds,  troops  or  ihips  of  any  particular  Hate,  fhall  be  de- 
livered into  the  care'and  cuftody  of  the  commiiTary  gene- 
ral of  prifoners,  his  deputies  or  afliftants,  and  be  deemed 
and  treated  in  all  refpeds  as  prifoners  of  war  to  the 
United   States : 

That  it  be  earneftly  recommended  to,  the  governments 
of  the  refpedive  ftates,  that  they  malce  no  exchanges  of 
prifoners,  to  the  intent,  that  all  exchanges  may  be  made 
through  the  commiiTary  general  of  prifoners,  by  dirediou 
of  Congrefs  or  the  commander  in  chief,  or  board  of  admi- 
ralty ;  and  when  prifoners  are  taken  by  the  particular 
fubjeds,  troops  or  veflels  of  any  ftate,  not  in  the  fervic^ 
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of  the  United  States,  or  by  private  fhips  or  veffels  of  war^ 
fitted  out  in  any  particular  ftate,  thefe  fliall  be  firll:  ex- 
c'ianged,  fo  far  as  is  neceffary,  for  the  fubjeds  or  inha- 
ibiiants  of  the  fame  ftate,  taken  by  the  fubjeds,  adhe- 
jents,  iliips  or  veffels  of  the  enemy ;  and  the  overplus,  if 
tany,  iliall  go  towards  redeeming  the  prifoners  in  the  hands 
of  the  enemy,  without  regard  to  their  being  fubjeds  or 
inhabitants   of  any  particular  flate  : 

That  all  mafters  or  commanders  of  private  fhips  or  vef- 
fels  of  war,  fhall  take  the  utmoU  care  to  bring  into  port 
?vll  prifoners  captivated  by  them.  And  if  from  neceflity 
they  ftiall  be  obliged  to  difmifs  any  prifoners  at  fea,  they 
ihall,  on  return  from  their  cruize,  make  report  thereof,  on 
oith,  to  the  judge  of  the  admiralty  of  the  fcate  to 
"which  they  belong,  or  in  which  they  arrive,  within 
twenty  days  after  their  arrival,  with  their  reafons  for  fuch 
tiifmiiilon.  And  if  the  judge  Ihall  not  be  fatisiied  with  the 
Topfons  adigned,  or  if  it  Ihall  appear  that  the  prifoners  were 
itliichargedto  avoid  the  trouble  or  expence  of  bringing  them 
into  port,  and  delivering  them  into  cuilody,  or  in  any  wife 
iinneceffarily,  then  the  judge  Ihali  tranfmit  an  account 
t'^iereof  to  the  executive  of  the  ftate,  who  are  requefted  to 
e::amine  into  the  matter,  and  vacate  the  commiifion  grant- 
ed to  the  faid  delinquent  mafter  or  commander  of  thefhip  or. 
"VcHiel,  if  they  are  of  opinion  that  fuch  difmifiion  was  im- 
proper : 

That  all  prifoners  of  war  captivated  by  private  (hips  or 
veiTels  of  war,  be  delivered  by  and  at  the  expence  of  the 
jnafters  or  owners  of  fuch  fhipsor  veffels,  to  a  comm.iffary 
of  prifoners  neareft  the  place  of  their  landing,  or  into  the 
neareft  county  goal  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  the  commillion 
£;ranted  to  fuch  private  jfhip  or  veifel : 

That  on  fuch  delivery  of  the  prifoners  into  the  goal,  the 
f^caler  fhall  be  obliged  to  inform  the  government  of  the, 
ilate  wherein  the  faid  prifoners  are  landed  ;  or  in  cafe  oF 
thsir  refidence  at  too  great  a  diftance,  the  lieutenant  or  com- 
manding'officer  of  the  militia  of  the  county  wherein  fuch 
prifoners  are  landed,  the  commiffary  general  of  prifoners  or. 
his  deputy  ;  that  if  the  faid  prifoners  are  not  deemed  by  the 
executive  of  the  ftate,  or  the  faid  commanding  officer  of  the 
militia,  to  be  in  a  place  of  fufficient  fecurity,  they  may  be 
ire^OjVed  under  proper  guards  to  a  place  or  places  of  greatejc 

fafety 
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iitiety^  at  the  expence  of  the  United  States.     And  the  ex- 
eputive  powers  of  the  refpedive  Rates  are  requcftcd  to  give. 
the  necellary  orders  to  the  commanding  officers  of  militia  on, 
this  fubjed,  and  to  pay  the  expences  of  efcorti.ng  and  tranf- 
porting  the  prifoners,  charging  the  faitie  to  the  Unired— 
States.    The  faid  executiy^es  are  alfo  requeued  tg  give  orders.- 
to  the  officers  of  their  militia,  to  take  immediate  charge  or-' 
ail  prifoners  of  vv~ar  captivated  by  the  fliips  and  veffels  of, 
war,  belonging  to  the  United  States  or  to  any  particular 
ftate,  and  to  convey  them  at  th^  expence  of  the  United; 
States,  to  the   i^earefl:  commilTary  of  prifoners,  or  to  the 
Country  goal;  and  alfo  dired  the  like  ileps  to  be  taken  in. 
regard  to  their  removal  to  places  of  greater  fafety,  as  is 
provided  in  the  cafe  of  prifoners  captured  by  private  veffels :, 
That  it  bs  recommended  to  the  legiilatures  of  the  refpec-. 
tive  Hates,  effedually  to  provide,  at  the  expence  of  the  Uni-*- 
ted  States,  for  the  delivery  and  fafe  keeping  of  all  prifoners^ 
captivated  by  their  refpedive  fubjeds,  out  of  veffels  ftranded. 
or  call  on  fliore  on  their  coalls,  obliging  the  parties  taking" 
prifoners,  to  deliver  them  to  the  neaVeft  commiffary  of^  pri-, 
loners  or  into  the  neareftgaol,  in  cafe  no  commiffary  of  pri-, 
foners  is  jElationed  within  convenient  diftance  of  the  place' 
of  capture  ;  and  in  cafe  of  negled  or  mifcondud  in  the  per^-^ 
fons  fo  taking  the  prifoners,  that  they  forfeit  allrifhtto' 
the  veiTel,  her  tackle,  apparel  and  furniture  fo  call  on  ihore, . 
or  the  property  they  may  fave,  or.be  otherwife  entitled  to, 
out  of  fuch  veilel ;  or  impofing  fuch  other  penalty  as  the 
faid  legiilatures  (hall  refpedively  think  proper. 

,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  faid  le.:iilatures  to  prbvide  • 
and  dired,    that  all  jailers  receive  and  deliver  prifoners  of 
war,  without  charging  any  fee  or  reward  to.  the  perfonsde-. 
Lyering  them  into  or  talking  them  by  proper  authority  out 
of  their  cuftody.     The  reafonable  expences  oi  fuppoiting 
fuch  prifoners  in  gaol,  to  be  paid  by  the  governm.ent  of  the 
fc^te  wherein  they  fJialLbe  confined,  and  chareed  to  the. 
UnitedStates, ,  e;\cept  where  they  can  and  fl^all  be  other- 
wife  provided  for  by  the  proper  officer  in-the  fervice  of  the 
United  States.     And  th(j  jailer  flialltranfmit  ar  copy  of  his 
charges  againft  the  United  States,  for  account  of  prifoners"' 
of  war,  to  the  commifFary  general  of  prifoners,  or  his  near-, 
eft.deputy,  when  any  prifoners  leave  the  gaol,  either  fof 
j'cmoval  to  places  of  greater  fecurity,  or  for  exeharige.:  .^

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Thatprifoners  of  war,  either  on  their  march,  or  in  c6n^ 
finement,  be  furniilied  with  only  two  thirds  of  a  foldier'g. 
rations 

That  none  but  fick  orwoundedprifoners  be  allowed  car-*' 
riages  at  public  expence  : 

That  all  prifoners  on  parole  pay  their  own  expences,  and 
fuch  expences  fhall  be  paid  before  they  fhall  be  exchanged : 

That  all  officers,  prifoners  of  War  to  the  United  States, 
unlefs  in  hofpitals,  pay  tiieir  phylicians,  furgeons  and  at- 
tendants : 

That  the  commiflary  p;eneral  of  prifoners  and  his  depu- 
ties, make  regular  monthly  returns  to  the  board|Cf  war  of  thd" 
numbers,  Jfituation  and  exchanges  of  all  prifoners  under 
their  charge,  and  that  they  alfo  give  the  faid  board  fuch' 
occafional  inform.ation,  of  all  material  tranfadions  in  their 
department,  as  circumftances  from  time  to  time  render  ne- 
ceffary,  or  when  they  ihall  be  required  by  the  board  fo  to- 
do,  under  pain  of  being  fufpendedor  difmifled  by  tlie  faid 
board :

Whereas  brigadier  general  du  Portail  and  colonel  Laumoy, 
and  lieutenant  colonel  de  Gouvion,  have  continued  in  the' 
fervice  of  the  United  States  purfuant  to  a  refolution  of 
Congrefs  of  the  i:f^  of  January,  17795,^  and  under  a  permifii- 
on  from  the  minilter  plenipotentiary  of  his  Moll  Chriilian; 
Majelly,  a:nd  have  obtained  from  the  commander  in  chief 
ample  teflimcnials  of  honorable  and  ufeful  fervices  rendered 
during  the  lafl;  cam.paign  :

which  they  have  refpeftively  nef^ociated. 

Whereas  by  the  eleventh  article  of  the  treaty  of  amity 
and  commerce  between  Kis  Moft  Chriftian  Majeily  and 
the  United  States  of  America,  it  is  provided  that,  ''  the 
fubjedls  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States,  or  any 
one  of  them,  iliall  not  be  reputed  aubains  in  France,  and 
confequently  fliall  be  exempted  from  the  Droit  d'Aubaine, 
pr  other  fimilar  duty  under  what  name  faever  ;  they  may 
by  teftament,  donation  or  otherwife,  dlfpofe  of  theirgoods, 
moveable  and  immoveable,  in  favour  of  fych  perfons  as  to 
them  fhall  feem  good,  and  their  heirs  fubjecls  of  the  faid 
United  States,  refiding,  whether  in  France  or  eliewhere, 
Hiay  fucceed  them,  ab  inteftat,  without  being  obliged  to 
p.btain  letters  of  naturalization,  and  without  having  tlie 
efred:  of  this  conceffion  conteiied  or  impeded  under  pretext 
of  any  rights  or  prerogatives  of  provinces,  cities  or  private 
perfons :  and  the  faid  heirs,  whether  fuch  by  particulaj 
title  or  ab  inteflat,  fnall  be  exempt  from  all  duty  called 
Droit  de  Detraciion,  ox  other  duty  of  the  fam.e  kind  ;  faviiig. 
neverthelefs  the  local  rights  or  duties  as  much  and  as  long 
as  fimilar  ones  are  not  eftabliflied  by  the  United  StaresA^r 
any  of  them.  The  fubjedis  of  the  Moil  Chriftian  King 
fliall  enjoy,  on  their  part,  in  all  the  dominions  of  the  faid 
ilates,  an  entire  and  perfed  reciprocity  relative  to  the  fti- 
pulations  contained  in  the  prefent  article  j  but  it  is  agreed 
at  the  fame  time,  that  its  contents  fnall,  not  c,^zdi  the  laws 
made  or  that  may  be  made  hereafter  in  France,  againft  emi- 
grations, which  Ihall  remain  in  all  their  force  and  vigor ; 
and  the  United  States,  on  their  part  or  any  of  them  ihall 
be  at  liberty  to  enad  fuch  laws  relative  to  that  matter  as 
to  them  fliall  feem  proper.'*

That  the  commiffioners  of  Indian  affairs  in  the 
northern  department  be  authorifed  and  intruded  to  take 
fuch  fecurities  from  the  hollile  tribes  of  Indians,  to  enfure 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  engagements  with  the  faid 
commiffioners,as  feem  moil  conducive  to  the  end  propofed, 
in  lieu  of  hoilages. 

Refolvcd,  That  the  promotion  of  the  artillery  andhorfe. 
be  determined  by  the  rules  executed  with  regard  to  the  in- 
fantry ;  and  that  no  promotions  to  the  rank  ofcolonelj 
either  in  the  artillery  or  cavalry,  be  made  on  vacancies. 

Refolvedy  That  all  aids  de  camp  now  in  fervice,  who 
were  appointed  before  the  27th  of  May,  1778,  and  arenot 
admifiible  into  any  liate  line,  receive  commillions  agree- 
able to  the  rank  they  are  entitled  to,  under  the  refolution 
of  June  5  th,  1776;  their  commiflioners  to  bear  the  dat@^ 
of  their  appointments.

longer  in  fervicethan  colonel  Armband  ;  and  being  deiirous 
as  well  to  promote  the  public  intereft,  as  to  teiiify  their 
good  opinion  of  colonel  Armand,  by  affording  him  an  op- 
portunity of  continuing  in  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States. 

-Rejolved,  That  the  remains  of  the  legion  of  the  late, 
count  Pulaski,  be  incorporated  with  the  corps  of  colonel 
Armand  marquis  de  Rouerie,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  fouthern  army  ihall  think  proper  :

Refiivcdy  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  empowered 
and  directed  to  make  the  moit  falutary  regulations  poffible 
for  modifying  the  practice  of  taking  men  from  the  regi- 
jneats  to  act  as  fervants  to  officers,  which  has  heretofore 
been  attended  with  many  bad  confequences  :

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heart  and  one  voice  implore  the  Sovereign  Lord  of  Heaven 
and  Earth  to  remember  mercy  in  his  judgments  ; — -to  make 
us  fincerely  penitent  for  our  tranfgreffions ; — to  prepare  us 
for  deliverance,   and  to   remove  the   evils  with  v^hich  he 
hath  been  pleafed  to  vifitus;— -to  banifh  vice  and   irreli- 
gion  from  among  us,  and  eftablifh  virtue  and  piety  by  his 
divine  grace ;- — to  blefs  all  public  Councils  throughout  the 
United  States,  giving  them  wifdom,  firmnefs  and  unani- 
mity,  and  directing  them  to  the  beft  meafures  for  the  pub- 
lic good  ;~to  blefs  the  Magiftrates  and  people  of  every

THESE  United  States  having  been  driven  into  thi?  , 
}ufl:  and  neceflary  war  at  the  time  when  no  regular  civil 
g'overnments  were  eftablifhed,  of  fufEcient  energy  to  en- 
force the  colledion  of  taxes,  or  to  provide  funds  for  the 
redemption  of  fuch  bills  of  credit  as  their  neceflitiesoblig-,. 
ed  them  to  ilTue;  and  before  the  powers  of  Europe  were' 
fufficiently  convinced  of  the  juflice  of  their  caufe,  or  of 
the  probable  event  of  the  controverfy  to  afford  them  aid  or 
credit,  in  confequence  of  which,   their  bills  encreafmg  in 
quantity  beyond  the  fum  necelfary  for  the  purpofe  of  a  cir- 
culating medium,  and  wanting  at  the  fame  time  fpeciiic 
funds  to  reft  on  for  their  redemption, they  havefeen  them  dai- 
ly fink  in  value,  notwithftanding  every  effort  that  has  beea  .. 
made  to  fupport  the  fame ;  infomuch  that  they  are  nov^r 
pafTed  by  common  confent  in  moft  parts  of  thefe  United 
States,  at  leaft  thirty-nine  fortieths  below  their  nominal'

were  on  parole  upon  Long-Ifland,  before  the  arrival  of  the 
Philadelphia  prifoners  at  New-York,  have  received  an  al-

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lowance  of  two  dollars  a  week  for  their  board,  of  whicfe 

thofe  confined  in  Philadelphia  had  not  the  benefit. 

Refolved,  That,  as  Congrefs  mean  to  extend  their  care 
and  attention,  without  diftindion,  to  all  tKeir  officers  who 
fiave  the  misfortune  to  be  captured  by  the  enemy,  the  fum 
of  four  thoufand,  one  hundred  and  ninety- four  pounds. 
New- York  money,  in  fpecie,  equal  to  tea  thoufand,  four. 
Iiundred  and  eighty-five  dollars,  be  placed  in  the  hands  o£ 
the  commifTary  general  of  prifoners,  out  of  which  he  be 
direded  to  pay  to  each  of  the  oflRcers  confined  in  Philadel- 
phia, while  the  enemy  had  polfeffion  of  the  city,  and  now 
in  captivity,  the  fum  of  thirty-two  pounds  like  money,

Whereas  it  is  reprefented  that  large  arrears  are  due  to  the 
inhabitants  of  fundry  of  thefe  ftates  for  provifion,  forage 
and  other  articles,  furnifhed  by  them  to  the  departments  o:^ 
the  commiiTary  general  of  purchafes,  ziid  quartermailer  ge- 
neral, for  the  public  fervice,  and  for  which  they  have  re- 
ceived notes  or  certificates,  figned  by  perfons  appointed  iq 
purchafethe  faid  articles,  the  payment  whereof  hath  been 
delayed,  to  the  prejudice  of  many  of  the  holders,  and  for 
which  money  cannot  in  the  prefent  circumiiances  beilTued 
fjom  the  treafury  :  therefore, 

Refolvedy  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legiflatures  o^ 
the  refpedive  Hates  wherein  fuch  notes  or  certificates  have 
hssn  heretofore  given,  and  remain  unpaid,  to  impower. 
the  colledors  of  the  continental  taxes,  due  to  the  firil:  of 
March  laft,  to  receive  in  payment  thereof  fuch  notes  or  cer- 
tiiicates,  from  the  perfons  in  v%^hofe  names  they  have  been 
given,  on  the  following  conditions  : 

That  the  perfons  paying  in  the  faid  notes  or  certificates, 
indorfe  the  fame  to  the  colledors,  who  may  receive,  them, 
and  alfo  take  an  oath  or  afBrmiation,  before  a  magillrate,, 
that  they  have  been  obtained  for  the  value  a.nd  the  articles 
therein  expreired,delivered  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,, 
and  for  which  no  payment  hath  been  made  ;  which  oathj. 
or  affirmation  fhalLbe  indorfed  on  each  note  or  certificate  ; 

That  in  cafes  when  the  notes  or  certificates  held  by  any. 
perfon,  Ihall  exceed  the  amountof  the  taxes  due  from  fucH 
perfon,  at  the  tim.e  they  are  paid  in,  the  furplus  be  cre- 
dited by  the  fl:ate  to  fuch  perfon,  and  allowed  in  future, 
taxes,  under  fuch  checks  and  fecurities  as  the  refpedive 
legiflatures  may  think  beft  fuited  to  their  different  modes  o:^ 
coiledion  ;  and  that  fuch  furplus  bear  an  interell  of  fix. 
j)er  cent,  till  thus  difcounted.  '  ♦■ 

Refilvedj  That  the  faid  notes  or  certificates,  fo  indorf~ 
ed  and  received  by  the  colledors  as  aforefaid,  being  by  the 
trsafurer  of  fuch  flats  delivered  to  the  principals  of  the  re- 
fpedive departments  ,  from  whom  payment  is  due,  or  thel^ 
agents  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the,  receipts  of  the 
faid  principals  or  agents,  making  the  principals  account'^^ 
a^ie  fo|'  the  amount  of  the  notes  or  certificates  paid  in  as,- 

aforefaid 
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afdrefaid,  being  lodged  with  the  board  of  treafury  of  thq 
United  States ;  the  refpedive  Hates  ihall  thereupon  have 
credit  for  the  fame  on  their  quotas  of  taxes  due  to  the  firft 
of  March  laft ;  and  if  the  amount  flialJ,  in  any  cafe,  ex- 
ceed the  faid  quotas,  the  balances  ihall  be  paid  to  the  re-' 
fpeJdve  ftates  to  whom  they  may  be  due  : 

Provided  that  nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  refo- 
iution  fhall  be  conftrued  to  exonerate  any  ftate  from  the 
payment  of  orders  already  drawn,  or  to  affeit  the  requifi- 
tion  of  Corigrefs  of  the  ipth  day  of  the  prefent  month.

captain  Dupee,  Hawk,  captain  Smith,  and  Scorpion,  cap-' 
tain  Ivis. 

And  w^hereas  the  faid  goods  were  expreffed  by  the  in- 
voices to  be  on  account  of  Elbridge  Gerry,  efquire  -,  and 
fuch  part  thereof  as  arrived  fafe  has  been  received  by 
James  Warren,  efquire,  the  public  agent  to  whom  they 
were  addrefl'^d. 

Refolvsdy  That  the  faid  Elbridge  Gerry,  efquire,  bein- 
dem_nified  by  the  United  States  from  any  coil  or  charges 
that  have  been  or  fhall  be  made  againft  him  on  account  of 
the  roods  fo  fliipped,  and  that  any  claims  relative  thereto 
^be  exhibited  to  the  commercial  committee  of  Congrefs. 

Refolvedy  That  the  board  of  admiralty  be  direded  to  fir 
for  fea,  v/ith  the  utmoft  expedition,  the  feveral  ihips  of 
war  and  frigate?  now  in  port. 

That  it  be  earneflly  recommended  to  therefpediveftates,. 
within  whofe  ports  any  of  the  faid  fliips  or  frigates  may  be^" 
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%o  afford  every  affiftance  to  the  board  of  admiralty,  on  their 
application  for  artificers,  labourers  andrnateriais,  for  pre- 
paring the  fame  for  fea,  and  for  compleating  their  comple- 
ment of  men. 

Ke/o/verf,  That  Congrefs  will  deft  ay  every  neceffary 
expence  which  any  Hate  Ihall  incur  in  confequence  of  the 
above  re folution. 

And  whereas  it  is  proper  to  make  proviiion  for  repairing 
any  damages  which  the  jfleets  of  our  allies  may  fuftain  by 
ftorms  or  otherwife, 

Refolvedy  That  the  board  pf  admiralty  be  direded  to 
caufe  as  many  malls,  yards  and  fpars  as  they  Ihall  deem  ne- 
ceffary for  the  above  purpofe.  to  be  procured.

Refolvedy  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legillatureR  of 
thefe  United  States  topafs  laws  for  the  punifiiinent  ot  fuch 
perfons  as  fhall  encourage  dfefertions  from  the  fleets  or  ar- 
mies of  any  foreign  power  who  fhall  profecute  the  war  in 
America,  in  conjundion  with  thefe  United  States,  and  for 
recovering  fuch  deferters  as  fliall  endeavour  to  conceal' 
themfelves  among  the  inhabitants. 

Refolvedy  That  three  hundred  hogfheads  of  the  fugars  m

another  brigadier  from  the  line  of  the  troops  of  Maitachu- 

fetts-Bay. 

THURSDAY,    June  i,  1780. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Huntington,  a  delegate  from  the  flate  o£ 
Conneftlcut,  attended  and  took  his  feat  in  Congrefs, 

Mr.  T.  Matlack,  a  delegate  for  Pennfylvanta,  attendedj^ 
whzn  the  credentials  of  the  delegates  of  that  Hate  werq. 
lead. 

Refolved^  That  a  pofl  be  eftablifhed  at  Shoheken,  in  the 
county  of  Uliler,  in  the  ilate  of  New- York,  and  maintain-^ 
^at  the  expence  of  the  United  States. 

That  the  faid  garrifon  be  under  the  particular  direc- 
tion and  fuperintendaiice  of  his  excellency  governor  Clin-t^ 
ton,  fubjed  however  to  the  orders  of  the  commander  in 
chief  of  the  continental  army. 

Thatif  the  number  of  troops  necefTary  to  garrifon  this. 
poR  cannot  be  conveniently  fpared,  but  of  thofe  already, 
voted  by  Congrefs,  for.  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  of  the 
ilate  of  New- i'ork,  Congrefs  approve  of  the  employing, 
from  tiaie  to  time,  at  the  expence  of  the  United  States, 
fuch  numbers  of  militia  as  may  be  fufficient  for  that  pur- 
jjofe,  fo  as  that  the  whole  employed  in  this  fervice  do  not.. 
exc^^d  one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  with  the  proper  pro- 
portion of  officers. 

Refolved,  That  the  prefident  and  council  of  the  ftate  of 
New-Hampfiiire,  be  authorifed  to  embody  and  maintain,' 
at  the  expence  of  the  United  States,  any  number  of  men 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  rank  and  file,  with  a. 
proportionablenurabercf  officers,  to  affill  in  guarding  the 
frontiers  of  the  faid  Ilate. 

Refohedy  That  the  fupplies  which  any  of  the  ilates 
jOiail,  upon  requifition  for  that  purpofe,  furnifh  of  articles 
not  required  from  them  by  the  refolution  of  the  25th  day 
of  February  lalT;,  or  to  a  greater  amount  than  is  required 
by  the  faid  refolution,  fliall  be  credited  to  them  in  a  future 
requifitionoffpecific  fupplies  from  the  feverai  ftates,  or  m 
Jieu  of  the  like  value  of  other  articles^  which  fuch  ftates 

are.. 
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mre  already  called  on  to  furnifh,  or,  at  the  eledion  of  tlic 
i^ate,  fhall  be  paid  for  withinterefl  at  fx  per  cent,  as  fast 
as  money  can  be  procured  for  that  purpofe. 

Refolved,  That  his  excellency  governor  Livingfton,  be 
informed,  in  anfwer  to  his  letter  of  May  i6th,  that  fundrj 
applications  have  heretofore  been  made  to  Congrefsfor  x^- 
lief  in  cafes  tbat  are  not  diftinguifliable  from  the  cafe  c* 
John  Hopper,  mentioned  in  his  letter  ?i.forefaid,  and  mamf 
cafes  exill  to  which  the  principle  advanced  by  his  excd- 
lency  will  apply;  but  Congrefs  though  deeply  affeifted  fcf 
their  calamities,  have  not  yet  found  it  expedient  to  enres: 
into  a  confideration  of 'meafures  for  the  particular  relief  cC 
fuch  fufferers  ;  nor  is"  it  probable  that  the  inevitable  exi- 
gencies of  the  war  will  permit  Congrefs  to  enter  into  fuzh 
confiderations  until  peace  fhall  be  refcored  to  the  Uaiued 
States.

Mr.  Daniel,  of  St.  Thomas  Jenifer,  a  delegate  for  the  itats 
of  Maryland,  attended  and  produced  the  credentials  of  Mis 
appointment,  which  were  read. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  das 
committee  on  fundry  papers  refpecting  the  New-Hamp-^ 
fhire  Grants,  and  thereupon  came  to  the  foJlowing  rsfoli^ 
tions  : 

Whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  Congrefs,  and  by  authentic 
evidence  laid  before  them  it  appears,  that  the  people  inha- 
biting the  diflrid  of  country,  commonly  known  by  ihn 
name  of  the  New-Hampfliire  Grants,and  claiming  to  be  as 
independent  Hate,  have,  notwithflanding  the  refblutions'©£ 
Congrefs  of  the  24tK  of  September,  and  2d  of  OftobeT;^ 
jproceeded  as  a  feparate  government  to  make  grants  of  lands 
and  fales  of  eftates  by  them  declared  forfeited  and  comnf- 
cated  ;  and  have  alfo,  in  divers  ihftances,  exercifed  civil 
and  military  authority  over  the  perfons  and  eWeils  of  fun- 
dry  inhabitants  within  thefaid  diilrid,  w^ho  profefs  thein- 
felvestobe  citizens  of  and  to  owe  allegiance  to  the  ftate  of 
New- York. 

Refolved.,  That  the  afts  and  proceedings  of  tiie  people; 
Inhabiting  the  faid  diflrid,  and  claiming  to  be  an  independ- 
ent ftate  as  aforefaid,  in  contravening  the  good  intention^' 
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©f  thefaid  refolutions  of  the  24th  of  September  andtlie  2^ 
of  Odober  laft,  are  highly  unwarrantable,  and  fubverfive 
cf  the  peace  and  Welfare  of  the  United  States. 

That  the  people  inhabiting  the  faid  diftrid,  and  claim- 
ing to  be  an  independent  ftate  as  aforefaid,  be  and  they 
hereby  are  ftrictly  required  to  forbear  and  abftain  from  all 
ads  of  authority,  civil  or  military  over  the  inhabitants  of 
any  town  or  diiirid  who  hold  themf elves  to  be  fubjeds  of 
and  to  owe  allegiance  to  any  of  the  ftates  claiming  theju- 
lifdidionof  the  faid  territory,  in  whole  or  in  part,  until  the 
deciiions  and  determinations  in  therefolution  aforemention- 
ed fliall  be  made. 

And  whereas  the  ftates  of  New-Hampfhire  and  New- 
York  have  complied  with  the  faid  refolutions  of  the  24th 
of  September  and  the  2d  of  Odober  laft,  and  by  their 
agents  and  delegates  in  Congrefs  declared  themfelves  ready 
to  proceed  in  fupporting  their  r?fpedive  rights  to  the  ju- 
rifdidion  of  the  diftrid  aforefaid,  in  whole  or  in  parr,  ac-i 
cording  to  their  feveral  claims,  and  in  the  mcdeprefcribed 
in  the  faid  refolutions  :  and  whereas  Congrefs,  by  their 
order  of  the  2 ift  of  March  laft,  did  poftpone  the  confi- 
cieration  of  the  fubjed  of  the  faid  refolutions,  nine  ftates 
excluftve  of  thofe  who  were  parties  to  the  queftion  not 
being  reprefented  ;  and  by  their  order  of  the  17th  of  May 
laft  have  direded  that  letters  be  written  to  the  ftates  not 
reprefented,  requefting  them  immediately  to  fend  forward  a 
leprefentation. 

Refolved,  That  Congrefs  will,  as  foon  as  nine  ftates  ex- 
clufive  of  thofe  who  are  parties  to  the  controverfy  ftiall  be 
reprefented,  proceed  to  hear  and  examine  into  and  finally 
determine  the  difputes  5,nd  differences  relative  to  jurifdidi- 
on  between  the  three  ftates  of  New-Hampfhire^MafTachu- 
fetts-Bay  and  New- York,  refpedively,  or  fuch  of  them  as 
{hall  have  paffed  fuch  laws  as  are  mentioned  in  the  faid 
refolutions  of  the  24th  of  September  and  the  2d  of  Odo- 
ber laft,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  people  of  the  diftrid 
aforefaid,  who  claim  to  be  a  feparate  jurifdidion,  on  the 
other,  in  the  mode  prefcribed  in  and  by  the  faid  refolu- 
tions.

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tuch  conviction  fliall  be  had,  or  either  of  them,  fuch  per- 
ton  or  peribns  lliall  receive,  of  the  continental  loan-officer 
of  the  Aate  vv^here  fuch  cop  vidion  Ihall  be  had,  the  fum  o£ 
two  thoufand  dollars  in  the  prefent  continental  currency, 
which  the  faid  loan  officer  is  hiprsby  direded  and  required 
to  pay  out  of  any  public  money  in  his  hands,  and  to  chai'ge 
4he  fame  to  the  United  States.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  note  from  ths^^^ 
honorable  the  niinifter   of  France,   brought  in  a  report, 
which  was  read,  and  thereupon, 

Refylvedy  That  the  minifier  of  France  be  informed  that^ 
Congrefs  have  ufed  every  irieans  in  their  power  to  fulfil- 
their  engagements  of  January  laft  ;  that  they  have  appor- 
tioned the  quotas  of  the  feveral  ftates>and  called  upon  them 
moll  earneilly  to  compleat  the  fame ;  that  tUe  furrender  o£ 
Chafleftown,  and  the  diverfion  of  our  force  to  the  fouiheiii  ' 
department,  together  with  the  heavy  lofs  fuilained  by^ 
fatigue  and  defertion  in   a  long  and  toilfome  m.arch,  have 
for  the  prefent  confiderably  weakened   the   main   army  ^ 
that  Congrefs   have  endeavoured  to  replace  tliQie  deficien-' 
cies,'  by  dem.anding  large  additional  fupplies  of  recruits  and, 
ihilitia  from  the  middle- an'd  eallern  iiates,  to  take  the  heJd^ 
by  the  liril  of  July  5  thax  their  requells  hai^^e  been  frequent- 
ly reiterated  in  the  ilrongeil'  terms;  that  tliey  have  reafon 
to  believe   that  many  of  them   are  making  great  efforrs  ta.~ 
comply  with  their  demand ;  and  that  they  are  not  without, 
well  grounded  expedations  that  the  importance  of  the  oc-^j 
caGon  will   awaken  all  to  the'  moll  vigorous   exerticai^ 
"that^^Ongrcfs  hav^  deis^pded  from  each  Itate  immediate  inv. 
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fbrmationofthemeafures  they  have  a(^opted  in  confequencfi 
of  their  requifition  ;  that  they  hope  to  be  thereby  enabled 
more  fully  to  fatisfy  the  whlies  of  the  minifter  of  France, 
relative  to  the  matters  contained  in  his  memorial ;  that  they 
do  full  juftice  to  the  folicitude  to  the  miniiler  of  France, 
for  the  advancement  of  the  mutual  interefts  of  his  moil 
chriftian  majefty  and  thefe  United  States,  and  fee  with 
pleafure,  in  the  warmth  with  which  he  urges  meafures 
evidently  calculated  for  the  im-mediate  advantage  of  thefe 
4^ates,  the  intimacy  of  the  union  between  the  allied  pow- 
ers. 

And  whereas  Congr^fs  did,  in  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  allure  his  moil  chriftian  majefty,  by  their  ad  o£ 
3111  January  lail,  that  they  would  bring  into  the  field 
Wenty-iive  thoufandmen,  exclufive  of  officers,  and  at  the 
fame  time  folicit  a  naval  force  to  co-operate  againll  the 
common  enemy ;  and  whereas  advice  has  been  received  from 
€ie  court  of  France,  that  his  moil:  chriftian  maj  efty,  in

celTary  toencreafe,  and  have  accordingly  approved  the  re- 
quifitions  of  their  committee  at  Head-quarters ;  and  where- 
as none  of  the  ftates,  whofe  battalions  were  deficient, 
liav3  yet  fent  on  their  recruits  to  compleat  the  fame,  no^. 
afforded  any  alTurances  that  the  requiiitions  of  Congrefs, 
and  their  committee,  will  be  complied  with  ;  and  where- 
as the  execution  of  the  above  requifition  will  be  extremely 
hazardous  and  expenfive,  unlefs  the  further  demands  of 
Congrefs  and  their  committee,  for  provifion,  are  pundu-? 
ally  complied  with  ;  therefore, 

Refolvsdf  That  the  faid  ftates  be  requefted  explicitly, 
and  without  the  leaft  delay,  to  inform  Congrefs  how  far 
they  may  rely  upon  their  furniihing  the  feveral  fupplies  of 
jnen,  money  and  provifions  called  for  by  Congrefs  or  theii?.

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And  whereas  the  legiflatures  of  many  of  the  United 
States  are  not  now  convened,  though  earneltlyrequefled  by 
Congrefs  to  continue  their  fellions,  or  to  veil  in  fome  per- 
fon  fuch  powers  as  would  enable  them  on  the  requifition  of 
Congrefs  or  their  committee,  to  draw  forth  the  miiitaiy 
refources  of  the  Hare  ;  and  whereas  Congrefs  are  not  fully 
informed  whether  their  magiftrates  are  fo  empowered :

{oY  the  fole  purpofe  of  obtaining  and  tranfporting  the  faid 
XupplieSjW^ith  greater  facility  and  difpatch  :  and  whereas, 
on  the  one  hand  the  alTociators,  animated   to  this  laudable 
exertion  by  a  defire  to  relieve  the  public  necefTities,  mean'

count, frauds  deteded,  and  defaulters  punillied;  they  are 
likewife  empowered  to  inflrud  in  their  duty  all  oificers 
concerned  in  the  finances  and  accounts,  and  to  fufpend  any 
fef  them  fer  negligence  or  mifdemeanor,  until  the  plearuje 
ofCongrefs  is  known  ;  where  objedions  Hiall  be  difcovered 
againfl  the  reports  of  the  commiflioners  or  auditors,  the 
board  of  treaiury  ire  to  corred  their  errors ;  aud  where 
the  commillioners  or  auditors  may  be  in  doubt,  to  inflruct 
them;  and  it  is  provided,  that  all  orders  and  in fl;:ut:tions 
to  the  chambers  of  accounts  and  auditors  of  the  armyj 
ihall  be  com^raunicated  through  the  auditor  general.

board  of  treafury,  as  well  as  the  public  accountants,  may 
know  when  to  have  recourfe  to  them  for  the  difpatch  of 
public  bufmefs ;  that  the  board  of  treafury,  being  exprefT-* 
iy  required  to  call  public  debtors  to  account,  and  to  de- 
ted  frauds,  authority  to  dired  the  fettlement  of  one  ac- 
count in  preference  to  another,  is  neceifarily  implied;  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  chambers  to  inform  the  board  of  treafu-* 
vty,  whenever  required,  of  their  progrefs  in  the  fettlement 
of  any  of  the  public  accounts.

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That  the  value  of  the  bills  when  loaned,  fhall  be  afcer- 
tained  for  the  purpofe  above  mentioned,  by  computing 
thereon  a  progrefTive  rule  of  depreciation,  commencing 
■w^th  the  I  ft  day  of  September,  1777,  and  contiiuing  to 
%'tQ  1 8 ih  day  of  March,  1780,  in  geometrical  proportion 
to  the  time,  from  period  to  period,  as  hereafter  rtated, 
afTuming  the  depreciation  at  the  feveral  periods  to.  be  as 
follows,  viz.

\l  l)eing  of  the  ytmpA  importance,  more  efpecially  at  this 
"     "  '  ciiuc^l 
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criticalmndure,  that  the  mofl  fpeedy  and  accurate  intelli- 
gence fhould  be  had  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy  by  fea. 
as  well  as  by  land  ;  therefore 

Refohed,  That  the  board  of  admiralty  be  and  they  are 
hereby  direded  to  take  the  moll  effedual  means  in  their 
power  for  obtaining,  from  time  to  time,  certain  intelli* 
gence  of  the  arrival  of  the  enemy's  fhips  of  war  into  any 
port  or  ports  of  North-America,  the  number  of  their  guns 
and  the  condition  they  may  be  in,  together  with  fuch 
movements  as  they  may  make  from  one  port  to  another, 
that  this  Congrefs  may  be  duly  and  exaftly  informed  of 
the  naval  ftrength  and  lituation  of  the  enemy,  and  be  able 
to  communicate  fuch  informarion  to  our  ally  as  the  com- 
mon welfare  Ihall  require  ;  and  the  faid  board  are  parti- 
cularly direded  m  obtain  the  earlieft  intelligence  of  the 
arrival  of  any  fhips  of  war  in  or  near  the  port  of  New-

Mr.  Richard  Howley,  a  delegate  for  the  ftate  of  Geor- 
gia, attended  and  produced  the  credentials  of  his  appoint- 
ment, which  were  read. 

Refolved^  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  toi 
accept,  without  advice,  fiich  bills,  drawn  by  major  gene- 
ral Lincoln  on  the  prefident  of  Congrefs,  as,  in  thtir  difcre- 
tion,  jfhall  be  deemed  proper,  and  may  have  been  or  here- 
after may  be  prefented  within  one  month  from  this  date^

Rcfolvedy  Th^t  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 
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FRIDAY,     Juhj  7,  1780. 

Refolvedy  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  di  reded  to  fur- 
nifh  Mr.  Laurens  with  bills  on  France  to  the  amount  o£ 
one  thoufand  pounds  fterling,  on  account  of  his  falary,  out 
of  thofe  bills  ordered  to  be  drawn  by  the  refolution  of  the 
19th  of  May  lail. 

MONDAY,    Jiify  10,  1780* 

A  report  from   the  board  of  war  was  read  -,  wliereupbii 
Congrefs  came  to  the  following  refolution  : 
■   Captain  Walker  Baylor,  of  colonel  Baylor's  regiment  of 
light  dragoons,  having  defired  leave  to  refigii  his  commiili- 
on, 

Refolved,  That  his  refignation  be  accepted. 

Refclved,  That  all  cloathing  arriving  from  Europe,  be- 
longing to  the  United  States,  be  delivered  at  the  port  of 
arrival,  to  the  agents  appointed  by  the  board  of  war  to  re- 
ceive them,  without  paffing  through  the  hands  of  the  con- 
tinental agents  for  prizes ;  any  former  order  of  Congrefs 
to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

That  the  board  of  v/ar  take  order  for  the  reception  of  the. 
faid  cloathing,  and  give  fuch  inllrudions  to  their  agents, 
on  all  matters  relative  thereto,  as  fhall,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  faid  board,  be  moil  conducive  to  the  public  interefl:. 

Refolved^  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  ta 
allow  intereft  on  the  bills  drawn  by  major  generalLincoln, 
whqn  payment  is  made  in  loan-office  certificates,  in  the 
fame  iT,anner  as  directed  by  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of 
the  2^d  of  March  laft,  where  payment  is  to  be  made  in 
current  money.

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Refolved^  for  fpecial  reafons,  that  the  board  of  war  do 
take  the  moft  fpeedy  meafures  for  the  exchange  of  lieute- 
nant-colonel John  Laurens,  one  of  general  Walhington's 
Jamily,  and  now  a  prifoner  of  war  on  parole.

Vrcfercdj  That  the  committee  of  intelligence  caufe  to 
be  publifhed  the  refolution  of  May  5  th,  1778,  refped- 
-itig  the  nth  and  12th  articles  of  the  treaty  of  amity  and 
commerce  betVs^een  his  i'lofl  chriiiian  m.ajefty  and  thefe 
United  States,  and  a  copy  of  t'se  faid  treaty  as  finally  ra- 
ti Hed. 

The  refolution  of  May  5,   1778,  is  as  follows : 

Refolvedy  That  the  commiflioners,  or  any  one  of  them 
reprefenting  thefe  Hates  at  the  court  of  France,  be  in-^ 
ftruded  to  inform  that  court,  that  although  Cong-refs  hav6 
readily  ratified  the  treaties  of  amJty  and  commerce,  and 
treaty  of  aUiance,  and  the  ad  feparate  and  fecret,  between 
his  m.oil;  chriltian  majefty  and  thefe  United  States,  in  orde^ 
to  evince  more  clearly  their  fenfe  of  the  magnanimity  and 
goodnefsof  his  molt  chriftian  majeiity,  evidenced  in  the  faid 
treaties;  yet  from  a  lincere  deiire  of  rendering  the  friend- 
itliip  and  alliance  fo  happily  begun,  perm^aiient  and  perpe- 
tual ;  and  being  apprehenfive  that  differences  m_ay  arife 
from  the  nth  and  12th  articles,  in  the  treaty  of  amity  and 
commerce,  Congrefs  are  defirous  that  the  faid  nth  and 
1 2th  articles  may  be  revoked  ^nd  utterly  el^punged.  The 
commJfiioners  or  vtny  of  them,  are  therefore  intruded  to 
iiff?  their  beft  endeavours  to  procure  the  abolition  of  the 
faid  nth  and  12th  articles  of  the  faid  treaty. 

In  confequence  of  the  foregoing  reprefentation,  the  fol- 
lowing declarations  were  made,  and  f  gned  in  behalf  of 
his  moil:  chriiiian  niajefty,  and  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 

A    DECLARATION   of  the    KING. 

THE  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  North-America 
jiaving  reprefented  to  the  King,  that  the  execution  of  the 
eleventh  article  of  amity  and  commerce,  figned  the  fixth  of 
February  lail,  may  be  attended  with  inconveniencies,  ancj 

having 
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liavjng  in  confequence  thereof,  defired  that  that  article 
hiay  be  expunged,  agreeir>gon  their  part,  that  the  twelfth 
article  iliali  be  confidered  in  the  fame  manner  as  nuJI  and 
void  :  HisHajefty,  in  order  to  give  the  United  States  of 
North-America  a  new  proof  of  his  aff"e<^ion  as  well  as  his 
defire  to  confirm  the  union  and  good  correfpondence  efla- 
blillied  between  the  two  States,  has  been  pleafed  to  pay  a 
regard  to  their  reprefentations— accordingly  he  hath  de- 
clared and  by  thefe  prefents  doth  declare  that  he  confents 
to  the  fupprelTion  of  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  articles 
above  mentioned,  and  that  his  intention  is,  that  they  be 
confidered  as  if  never  comprehended   in  the  treaty  fgned 

the  firll  of  February  lafl.  — DONE  at  Verfailles^  the 

firft  day  of  September,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
ifeventy-eight.

WHEREAS,  in  and  by  our  commiflion,  dated  at  Phila-^ 
delphia  the  30th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thoLifand  {qyqii.  hundred  and  feventy-fix — Benjamin 
Franklin,  one  of  the  delegates  in  Congrefsfrom  the  flate  of 
Pennfylvania,  and  prefident  of  the  convention  of  the  faid 
ftate,  &c*  Silas  Deane,  late  a  delegate  from  theftate  of  Con- 
nedicut,   and  Arthur  Lee,  barriiler  at  law,  were  nomi- 
nated and  appointed  our  commilli oners,   with  full  powers 
to  treat,  agree  and  conclude  with  his  mofl:  chriftian  majefty 
the  king  of  France,  or  with   fuch  p  erf  on  or  perfons  as 
Hiould  be   by  him  for  that  purpofe  anthorifed,   of  and  up- 
on a  true  and  lincere  friendihip,   and  a   ftrm,   inviolable 
and  univerfal  peace,  for  the  defence,  protedion  and  fafe- 
ty  of  the  navigation  and  mutual  commerce  of  the  fubjeds  of 
his  moft  chriftian  majefty  and  the  peopleof  the  United, 
States,we  promifmg  in  good  faith  to  ratify  wliatfoever  our.

TREATY  of  AMITY  and  COMMERCF* 

THE     moft    chriftian  kin^  and  the  thirteen  United- 
States  of  North-America,  viz.    New-Hampfnire,  Mafia- 
chufetts-Bay,     Rhode-Ifland,     Connedicut,     New- York, 
I^eW'Jerfey,   Pennfylvania,   Delaware,   Maryland,    Vir- 
ginia, 
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^inia,  North-Carolina,  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  wil- 
ling to  fix,  on  an  equitable  and  permanent  manner,  the 
rules  which  ought  to  be  followed,  relative  to  the  cor- 
'  refpondence  and  commerce  which  the  two  parties  de/ireiK) 
eftablifh  between  their  refpedive  countries.,  fta.ces  and  fub- 
jeds,his  moft  chrillianmajelly  andthefaidUnitedStateshav£ 
judged  that  the  faid  end  could  not.be  better  obtained  than, 
by  taking  for  the  bafis  of  their  agreement  the  moil;  perfed 
equality  and  reciprocity,  and  by  carefully  avoiding  all 
thofe  burthenfome  preferences  which  are  ufually  fources^f 
debate,  embarralTment  and  difcontent,by  leaving  alfoeach 
party  at  liberty  to  make,  refpeding  navigation  and  com- 
merce, thofe  interior  regulations  v^rhich  it  fhall  find  miojft 
convenient  to  itfelf;  and  by  founding  the  advantage  of 
commerce  folely  upon  reciprocal  utility  and  the  juft  rules 
of  free  intercourfe,  referving  withal,  to  each  party,  the 
liberty  of  admitting  at  its.pleafure  other  nations  to  a  par- 
ticipation of  the  fame  advantages.  It  is  in  the  fpirit  of

Art,  ly  THERE  fliall  be  a  firm,  inviolable  and  univer- 
sal peace,  and  a  true  and  fincsre  friendfliip  between  the

tioned,  fhall  be  perpetual  between  the  moil  chriftian  king 
Igis.  heirs  and  fucceiibis,  md  the  faid  United  States.

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Art,  2.  The  moll  chriflian  king  and  the  United  States 
engage 'mbrually  not  to  grant  any  particular  favor  to  other 
nations  in  refped  of  commerce  and  navigation,  which 
fliall  not  immediately  become  common  to  the  other  party, 
who  fhail  enjoy  the  fame  favor  freely,  if  the  concelfion 
was  freely  rcade,  or  on  allowing  the  fame  compenfation  i£ 
th'2  conceilion  was  conditional. 

An,  3.  The  fubjeds  of  the  moftchriAian  king  (hall  pay 
in  the  ports,  havens,  roads,  countries,  iflands^  cities  or 
towns  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  no  other  or 
greater  duties  or  impofts,  of  what  nature  foever  they  may 
be.  or  by  what  name  foever  called,  than  thofe  which  the 
nations  moft  favored  are  or  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay,  and  they 
fhall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  immunities 
and  exemptions  in  trade,  navigation  and  comimerce,  whe  • 
ther  in  palling  from  one  port  in  the  faid  ftates  to  another, 
or  in  going  to  and  from  the  fame,  from  and  to  any  pare 
of  the  world,  which  the  faid  nations  do  or  fliall  enjoy. 

Art,  4.  The  fubjeds,  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
XJnited  States,  and  each  of  them,  fhall  not  pay  in  the  ports, 
liavens,  roads,  ides,  cities  and  places  under  the  domination 
of  his  moft  chriflian  majefty,  in  Europe,  any  other  oT;

The  moft  chriftian  king  fhall  end2av,0"ur,  by  Tiil 
the  means  in  his  power,  to  protect  and  defend  all  veiielsi 
and  the  effeds  belonging  to  the  fubjetcs,  people  or  inha- 
bitants of  the  faid  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  being  ia 
his  ports,  havens  or  roads,  or  on  the  feas  near  to  his  coun- 
tries, i Hands,  cities  or  tvowns,  and  to  recover  and  reilore 
to  the  right  owners,  their  agents  or  attornies,  all  fuch 
veflfels  and  effeds  which  diall  be  taken  within  his  jurifdic-

The  moil  chriftian  king's  fubjeds 
iliallnoc  fidi  in  zhe  havens. bays,creeks, roads^coafts  or  pi-a- 
ces, which  the  faid  United  States,  hold  or  ftiall  hereafter 
fcold  and  in  like  manner  the  fubjeds,  people  and  inhabi-- 
tants  of  the  faid  United  States  ihall  not  fi/h  in  the  havens, 
fjays,  creeks,  roads,  coalls,  or  places  which  the  mofl 
chriftian  king  polTeffes  or  Ihall  hereafter  poffefs,  and  if  any 
fhip  or  veiTei  (liall  be  found  Elhing  contrary  to  the  tenor 
ef  this  treaty  the  faid  iliip  or  veiTel  with  its  lading,  proof' 
being  made  thereof,  {hall  be  confifcated.  It  is  however 
underftood  that  the  exclufion  ftipuiated  in  the  prefent 
larticie  ihall  take  place  only  fo  long  and  fo  far  as  the  mo^ 
chriftian  king  or  the  United  States  fhall  not  in  this  re- 
fped  hav2  granted  an  exemption  to  fome  other  nati- 
on* 

Ait.'  10^  The  United  States,  their  citizens  and  inhabi-. 
tants,  fliall  never  diiturb  the  fubjeds  of  the  mofb  chriftian 
king  in  the  enjoyment  and  exercife  of  the  right  of  fiftiing 
on  the  banks  @f  Newfoundland,  no-r  in  the  indefinite  and 
€xclufive  right  which  belongs  to  them  on  that  part  of  the 
coaft  of  that  ifland,  T^hich  is  defigned  by  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  nor  in  the  rights  relative  to  all  and  each  ojp  the 
iiles  which  belong  to  his  moft  chriftian  majefty,  the  whole 
conformable  to  the  true  fenfe  of  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and: 
Paris. 
'     (Articles  nth  and  12th  fiipprefted.) 

Art.  1 3 .  The  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United 
States,  or  any  one  of  them,  fhall  not  be  reputed  aubenes  in 
France,  and  confequently  fhall  be  exempted  from  the  droit 
d'aubene,  or  other  ftmilar  duty  under  what  name  foever  ; 
tliey  may  by  teftament,  donation  or  otherwife,  difpofe  of 
their  goods  moveable  and  immoveable  in  favor  offuchper- 
fons  as  to  them  ihall  feem  good,  and  their  heirs  fubjeds- 
of  the  faid  United  States,  refiding  whether  in  France  or 
elfe\^^here,  may  fucceed  them,  ah  intefiat  without  being 
obliged  to  obtain  letters  of  naturalization  and  without  hav-* 
ing  the  efFeifts  of  this  conceflion  conteftedor  impeded  un-«- 
der  pretext  of  any  rights  or  prerogatives  of  provinces,  ci- 
ties, or  private  perfons  ;  and  the  faid  heirs  whether  fuch 
byparticular  title  or  ab  Intefiat^  fiiali  be  exempt  from  all  du- 
ty, c-c\\\td  droit  dedetradion,or  other  duty  of  the  fame  kind,. 
faving  ncverthelefs  the  local  rights  or  duties,  as  much  anfl 

at 
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as  long  as  iimllar  ones  are  not  eftablifiied  by  tile  United 
States  or  any  of  them.  The  fubjeds  of  the  moll  chiiftian 
king,  fhall  enjoy  on  their  part,  in  aH.  the  4dominions  of  the 
faid  States  an  entire  and  perfed  reciprocity  relative  to  the 
•ftipulations  contained  in  the  prefent  article.  But  it  is 
agreed  at  the  fame  time  that  its  contents  fliall  not  afFed 
the  laws  made,  or  that  may  be  made  hereafter  in  France, 
againfl  emigrations,  which  Ihall  remain  in  all  their  force 
and  vigor,  and  the  United  States  on  their  part,  or  any  of 
them  fliiall  be  at  liberty  toenad  fuch  laws  relative  to  that 
ftiatter  as  to  them  fkali  feem  proper. 

Art,  14.  The  merchant  fhips  of  either  of  the  parties 
which  Ihall  be  making  into  a  port  belonging  to  the  enemy 
of  the  other  ally,  and  concerning  whofe  voyage  and  the 
fpecilied  goods  on  board  them,  there  fhall  bejyil.  grounds  of 
fufpicion,  Ihali  be  obliged  to  exhibit,as  well  upon  the  higla 
feas,  as  in  the  ports  and  havens,  not  only  their  pafsport-s:^ 
but  likewife  certificates,  expresily  ihewing  tkat  their  goods 
are  not  of  the  number  of  thofe  which  Jiave  been  prohi- 
bited as  contraband. 

^/t.  15.  If,  by  the  exhibiting  of  the  above  faid  ce.Ttifi'- 
cates,  the  other  party  difcover  there  are  any  of  thofe  fort. 
of  goods  which  are  prohibited  and  declared  contraband, 
andconfigned  for  a  port  under  the  obedience  of  his  enemy 
it  Ihall  not  be  lawful  to  break  up  the  hatches  of  fuch  fliip^ 
Of  to  open  any  chell:,  coffers,  packs,  casks,  or  any  othex 
velTels,  found  therein,  or  to  remove  the  fmalleil;  parcels  of 
Iier  goods,  whether  fuch  fliip  belongs  to  the  fubjeds  of 
France,  or  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  Srates,  un- 
lefs  the  lading  be  brought  on  fhore  in  the  prefence  of  ths 
officers  of  the  court  of  admiralty,  and  an  inventory  thereof 
made  ;  but  there,  ihall  be  no  allowance  to  fell,  exchange, 
or  alienate  the  fame  in  any  manner,  until  after  that  dug 
and  lawful  procefs  Hiall  have  been  had  againfl  fuch  prohi- 
bited goods,  and  the  court  of  admxiralty  fhall,bya  fentencs 
pronounced,  have  contifcated  the  fame,  faving  alvrays  as- 
well  the  fhip  itfelf,  as  any  other  goods  found  therein, 
which  by  this  treaty  are  to  be  elteemed  free  ;  neither  may 
they  be  detained  on  pretence  of  their  being  as  it  were, 
infeded  by  the  prohibited  goods,  much  lefs  Ihall  they  bgf 
confifcated  as  lawful  prize  :  But  if  not  the  whole  cargo, 
tut  only  part  thereof  jQiall  confift  of  prghibited  or  contia?*- 
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band  goods,  and  the  commander  of  the  flilp  fhallbe  rendy 
and  willing  to  deliver  them  to  the  captor,  who  has  difco- 
vered  them,  in  fucli  cafe,  the  captor  having  received  thofe 
goods,  fhall  forthwith  difcharge  the  friip,  and  not  hinder 
her  by  any  means,  freely  to  profecute  the  voyage  on  which 
fiie  was  bound  :~-~but  in  cafe  the  contraband  merchan- 
dize cannot  be  all  received  on  board  the-vefTel  of  the  cap- 
tor, then  the  captor  may,notwiLhilanding  the  offer  of  deli- 
vering him  the  contraband  goods,  carry  the  vefiel  into  the? 
neareli  port  agreeable  to  what  is  above  directed. 

An,  1 6.  On  the  contrary  it  is  agreed  that  v.^hatever 
:firall  be  found  to  be  laden  by  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants 
of  either  party,  on  any  fhip  belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the- 
other,  or  to  their  fubjeds,  the  whole,  although  it  be  not 
of  the  fort  of  prohibited  goods,  may  be  confifcated  in  the- 
fame  manner  as  if  it  belonged  to  the  enemy,  except  fuch' 
goods  and  m-erchandize  as  were  put  on  board  fuch  fhip  be- 
fore the  declaration  of  war,  or  even  after  fuch  declaration, 
if  fo  be  it  weredone  without  the  knowledge  of  Tuch  decla- 
ration, fo  that  the  goods  of  the  fubjeds  and  people  of  ei-* 
ther  party,  whether  they  be  of  the  nature  of  fuch  as  are 
prohibited,  or  otherxyife,  which,  as  is  aforefaid,  were  put 
on  boardany fliipbelogingtoan  enemy  before  the  war  or 
after  the  declaration  of  the  fame,  without  the  knowledge 
of  it,  fhall  no  ways  be  liable  to  conlifcation,  but  fliall 
"^Velland  truly^  bereRored  without  delay  to  the  proprietors 
demanding  the  fame,  but  foas  that,  if  the  faid  merchandif- 
c?  be  contraband,  it  fhall  not  be  anyways  lawful  to  carry 
them  afterwards  to  any  ports  belonging  to  the  enemy. 
Th^  twocontrading  parties  agree  tha.t  the  term  of  two 
months  being  pafTed  after  the  declaration  of  war,  their  re- 
fpedive  fubjeds  from  whatever  part  of  the  world  they 
come,  fhall  not  plead  the  ignorance  mentioned  in  this  ar- 
ticle. 

Art.  17.  And  that  more  effedual  care  maybe  takea 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  of  both 
parties,  that  they  fufFer  no  injury,  by  the  men  of  war  or' 
privateers  of  the  other  party,  all  the  commanders  of  the, 
Ihips  of  his  moil  chjiiitan  majelly  and  of  the  faid  United 
States,  and  all  their  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  fliall  be  forbid 
doing  any  injury  or  damage  to  the  other  fde,  and  if  they 
ad  to  the  contrary  they  fnall  be  punifned,  and  fhall  more* 
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tover  be  bound  to  make  fatisfadion  for  all  matter  of  damage 
and  the  intereil;  thereof  by  reparation  under  the  pain  and 
'obligation  of  their  perfons  and  goods. 

Art.  18.  All  fhips  and  merchandize  of  what  nature  fo- 
ever,  which  fhall  be  refcued  out  of  the  hands  of  any  pi- 
rates or  robbers  on  the  high  feas,  fliall  be  brought  into 
■fome  port  of  either  ftate,  and  ihail  be  delivered  to  the 
cuftody  of  the  officers  of  that  port  in  order  lobe  reftored 
entire  to  the  true  proprietor  as  foon  as  due  and  fuiiicient 
proof  Ihali  be  made  concerning  the  property  thereof. 

Art,  19.  It  iiiallbe  lawful  for  the  ftiips  of  war  of  ei- 
ther party,  and  privateers  freely  to  carry  whither  foever 
they  pleafe  the  fhips  and  goods  taken  from  their  enemies 
without  being  obliged  tb  pay  any  duty  to  the  officers  of  the 
ac^rairalty  or  any  other  judges,nor  fhall  fuch  prizis  be  arret- 
ed or  feized  when  they  come  to  and  enter  the  ports  of  the 
other  party,  nor  fliali  the  fearcher  or  other  officers  of  thofe 
places  fearch  the  fame  or  m.ake  examinatio  ■;  conqernin^ 
the  lawfulnefs  of  fuch  prizes,  but  they  may  hoiftfail  at  any 
time  and  depart,  and  cany  their  prizes  to  the  places  cx- 
preifed  in  their  commiffions  which  the  commanders  of  fuch 
ihipsofwar  fhall  be  "obliged  tO  ihew  ;  on  the  contrary 
no  ffielter  or  refuge  ihali  be  giy^n  in  their  ports,  to  fuch 
asihallhave  made  pri^e  of  the  fubjeds  people  or  property 
of  either  of  the  parties,  but  if  fuch  fhall  come  in,  beinf? 
forced  by  ftrefs  of  weather  or  the  danger  of  the  fea,  all 
proper  means  fliall  be  vigorouily  ufed  that  they  go  out  and 
retire  from  thence  as  foon  as  poffible* 

An.  zQ.  If  any  fhip  belonging  to  either  of  the  parties 
their  people  or  fubje<5ts  Ihall,  within  the  coafls  or  domini- 
ons of  the  other,  Hick  upon  the  fands,  or  be  wrecked,  or 
iuffer  any  other  damage,  ail  friendly  afiiftance  and  relief 
•ifliall  be  given  to  the  perfons  Ihipwrecked,  or  fuch  as  fnall 
be  in  danger  thereof.  And  letters  of  fafe  condud  fhall 
likew^ifebe  given  to  them  for  their  free  and  quiet  pafTage 
from  thence,  and  the  return  of  everyone  to  his  own  coun- 
try. 

Art,  21.  In  cafe  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  of  either 
party  with  their  Hiipping,  whether  public  and  of  war  or 
private,  and  of  merchants,  beforced  through  ftrefs  of  wea- 
ther, purfuit  of  pirates  or  enemies,  or  any  other  urgent  ne- 
cellity  for  feeking  of  fhelterand  harbour  to  retreat  and  enter,

into  any  of  the;  rivers,  bays,  roads  or  ports,  belongiiig  to 
the  other  party,  they  iliali  be  received  and  treated  with  all 
humanity  and  kincinefs,  -and  enjoy  all  friendly  protection 
and  help,  and  they  fhali  be  permitted  to  refreih  and  provide 
themfelves  at  reafonable  rates  with  vicl-uals  and  all  things 
needful  for  the  fultenance  of  their  perfons,  or  reparation 
of  their  fliips,  aad  conveniency  of  their  voyage  ;  and  they 
ihall  no  ways  be  detained  or  hindered  from  returning  out 
of  the  faid  ports  or  roads,  but  may  remove  and  depart 
-  when  and  whither  they  pleafe,  without  any  let  or  hin- 
'  drance. 

Art,  22.  For  the  better  promoting  of  commerce  on  both 
fides  it  is  agreed  that  if  ,a  war  inould  break  out  between 
_.  the  two  nations,  fix  months  after  the  proclamation  of  war 
fhall  be  allowed  to  the  merchants  in  the  cities  and  towns 
where  they  live,  for  felling  and  tranfporting  their  goods 
and  merchandizes  ;  and  if  any  thing  be  taken  from  them, 
or  any  injury  be  done  them  ^^ithin  that  term  by  either  par- 
ty, or  the  people  or  fubje^s  of  either,  full  fatisf action 
fhall  be  made  for  the  fam.e. 

Art.  2  3 .  No  fubjeccs  of  the  moil  chriftian  king  lliall  ap-* 
ply  for  or  take  any  commiifion  or  letters  of  m.arque,  fOr 
arming  any  llirp  or  iliips  to  z&  as  privateers  agai nil  the  faid 
United  States,  or  any  of  them.,  or  againfl  the  fabjects,  peo- 
ple, or  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States  or  any  of  them, 
or  i?.gainit  the  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  of 
them,  from  any  prince  or  ftate,  with  which  the  faid  Unit- 
ed States  fhall  be  at  war;  nor  fhail  any  citizen,  fubjeCt,  or 
inhabitant  of  the  faid  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  apply 
for  or  take  any  cpmmilTion  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming 
any  fhipor  flrips  to  ad  as  privateers  againfl  the  fubjeds  of 
the  moll;  chriflian  king,  or  any  of  them,  or  the  property  of 
any  of  them,  from  any  prince  or  ilate,  with  which  the  farcf 
Icin^  fliallbe  at  war ;  and  if  any  perfon  of  either  nation  fliall 
take  fuch  commifTions  or  letters  of  marque  helliall  be  punilh-* 
ed  as  a  pirate. 

An.  24.  It  lliall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  priva-  , 
teers  not  belonging  to  the  fubjeds  of  the  mjoft  chriftian 
>king,  nor  citizens  of  the  faid  United  States,  who  have 
€ommifIions  from  any  other  prince  otfiate  at  enmity  with 
either  nation,  to  fit  their  fliips  in  the  p®rts  of  either  the 
one  or  the  other  of  the  aforefaid  parties  ;  to  fell  xvhat 
i.hey  have  taken,,  or  in  any  other  mannq:  whatfoever,  to 

exchange 
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^exchange  thair  ihips,  merchandizes,  or  any  other  lading  i 
neither  Iha'll  they  be  allowed  even  to  purchafe  victuals,  ex- 
cept fuch  as  ihall  be  neceiTary  for  thsir  going  to  the  next 
port  of  that  prince  or  ftate  from  which  they  have  commif-; 
iions. 

Art,  25.  It  fliali  be  lawful  for  all  and  lingular  the  fub- 
jeds  of  the  moit  chriftian  king,  and  the  citizens,  people, 
and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  UnitedStates,  to  fail  with  their 
ihips,  with  all  manner  of  liberty  and  fecurity,  no  difiinc-. 
tion  being  made  who  are  the  proprietors. of  the  merchan- 
dize laden  "thereon,  from  any  port  to  the  places  of  rhofe 
who  now  are  or  hereafter  ih.all  be  at  enmity  with  the  moil 
chriilian  king,  or  the  United  States,.  It  fhalllikewife  be. 
lawful  for  the  fubieits  and  inhabitants,  afbrefaid,  to  fail 
with  the  fh.ips  and  merchandizes  aforeipentioned,  and  to 
trade  with  the  fame  liberty  and  fecurity  from  the  places., 
ports,  and  havens  of  thofe  who  are  enemies., of  both  or  ei- 
ther party,  without  any  oppofltion  or  dillurbance  what- 
foever,  not  only  direclly  from  the  places  of  the  enemy 
eJbrementioned  to  neutral  pllces,  but  alfo  from- one'  place 
belonging  to  an  enemy  to  another  place  belonging  to  an 
enemy,  whether  they  be  under  the  jurifdidion  of  the  fame 
prince  or  under  feveral  :  And  it  is  hereby  fcipulated  that 
free  ihips  fliall  alfo  give  a  freedom.'to  goods,  and  that'  every 
thine  fhall  be  deemed  to  be  free  and  exemor,  which  iliali 
be  found  onboard  the  fhips belonging  to  tl'se  fubjeifts  of  ei- 
ther of  the  confederates — although  the  whole  ladin?  or 
any  part  thereof  (hould  appei'tain  to, the  enemies  of  either, 
contraband  goods  being  a-lways  excepted.  It  is  alfo  agreed 
in  like  manner,  t'tet  the  fame  liberty  be  extended  to  perfon's 
who  are  on  board  a  free  iliip,  with  this  eifcd:,  that  al- 
though they  be  enemdes  to  both-  or  either  cartv,  they  are 
not  to  be  taken  out'of  that  free  il'iip,  unlefs  they  are  foldi- 
ers  and  in  actual  fervice  of  the  enemies. 

Art.  26.  This  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  fhall 
extend  to  aU  kinds  of  .m.erchlndifes,-  excepting  thofe  only 
which  are  diftinguifned  bythe  name  of.contraband,  and 
under  this  name  of  contraband  or  prohibited  goods,  fliall  be 
comiprehendedarms,  great  guns,  bombs  with  their  fdfes, 
and  other  things  belonging  to  them,  cannon  ball,  gun- 
powder, match,  pikes,  fwoxds,  lances,  fpears,  halberds^ 
ia.Qi:tats,  perardi,  gren-^doesj  faltpetre^  m^uskets^  musket. 
''    "'    ''     ■   "■     ■■     "■■^"      -ball- 
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ball,  bucl<lers^  helmets,  breaftplates,  coats   of  mail,  ancf;., 
the  like  kind  of  arms  proper  for  arming  foldiers  ;  musket 
yells,  belts,  hories  with  their  furniture^  and  all  other  ^^'•ar-. 
like  inftruments  -whatever.    Thefe    merchandizes  w^hich, 
iollow  fhajl  not  be  reckoned  among  contraband  or  prohi- 
bited goods,  that  ia  to  fay,  all  forts  of  cloths,  and  ail 
other  manufadiires  woven  of  any  wool,   flax,  filk,  cotton 
or  any  other  materials  whatever,  all  kinds  of  wearing  ap- 
parel, together  with  the  fpecies.  whereof  they  are  ufed  to. 
be  made,  gold  and  fiiver,  as  well  coined  as  uncoined,  tin, 
iron,  latten,  copper,  brafs,  coals,  as  alfo  wheat  and  bar- 
ley, and  any  other  kind  of  corn  and  pulfe,  tobacco,  and. 
iikewife  all  ma^nner  of  fpices,  fa,lted   and  fmoaked  fiefli, 
faited  iilh,  cheefe  and  butter,  beer,  oils,  wines,  fugars  and 
all  forrs  of  falts,  and  in  general  all  provifions  which  ferv^ 
for  the  nouriihment  of  mankind  and  the  fuftenance  of  life  ; 
furthermore  all  kinds  of  cotton,   hemp,  flax,  tar,    pitch,,^ 
ropes,   cables,  fails,  fail  cloths,   anchors  and  any  parts  of 
anchors ;  alfo  ihips.  mafts,   planks,  boards  and    beams  of 
"^^hat  trees  foever,    and  all  other  things  proper  either  for 
building  or  repairing  fliip:^   and  all  other  goods  whatever, 
"which  have  not  been  worked  into  the  form  of  any  inftru- 
ment  or  thing  prepared  for  war  by  land  or  by  fea,  Ihall  not 
be  reputed  contraband,  much  lefs  fuch  as  have  been  alrea- 
dy wrought  and  made  up  for  any  other  ufe,  all  which  ihall 
be  wholly  reckoned  among  free  goods,  as  Iikewife  all  other 
merchandizes  and  things  which  are  not  comprehended  and 
particularly  mentioned  in  the.  foregoing  enumeration  of; 
coi'.traband  goods,  fo  that  they  may  be  tranfported  and 
carried  in  the  freefl;  manner  by  the  fubjeds  of  both  confe-. 
derates,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  enemy,  fuch  towns, 
or  places,  being  only  excepted  as  ajreatthat  time  beiiege4r 
blocked  up  or  invefteda 

An.  27.  To  the  end  that  a.H  m.anner  of  difTentions  and 
quarrels  maybe  avoided  and  prevented  on  one  fide  and  tl\2. 
other,  it  is  agreed  that  in  cafe  either  of  the  parries  hereto 
fliould  be  engaged  in  war,  the  lliips  and  velTels  belonging 
to  tha  fubjec^ts  or  people  of  the  other  ally,  mull  be  furnifh- 
edwithfea-letters  or  pafTports,  expreffing  the  nam.e,  pro- 
perty and  bulk  of  the  fhip,  as  alfo  the  name  and  place  of 
^habitation  of  the  mailer  or  commander  of  the  laid  iliip, 
ithat  it  may  appear  thereby  that  the  faid  ihip  really  and^ 

truly 
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truly  belongs  to  the  fubjefts  of  one  of  the  parties,  which 
palTport  fhall  be  made  out  and  granted  accoraing  to  the  form 
jmnexed  to  this  treaty ;  they  Ihall  likewife  be  recalled  every 
year,  that  is  if  the  {hip  happens  to  return  home  within  the 
fpace  of  a  year  :  It  is  likewife  agreed  that  fuch  fhips  being 
laden,  are  to  be  provided  not  only  with  palTports,  as  above 
mentioned,  but  alfo  with  certificates  containing  the  feve- 
ral  particulars  of  the  cargo,  the  place  whence  the  fnip 
failed,  and  whither  Ihe  is  bound,  that  fa  it  may  be  known 
whether  any  forbidden  or  contraband  goods  be  on  board 
of  the  fame,  which  certificates  Ihall  be  made  out  by  the 
officers  of  the  place  whence  the  fliip  fet  fail,  in  the  ac- 
cuftomed  form,  and  if  any  one  ihall  think  it  advifeable  to 
exprefs  in  the  faid  certificates  the  perfons  to  whom  the 
goods  on  board  belong,  he  may  freely  do  fo. 

Art,  28.  The  ihips  of  the  fubjeds  and  inhabitants  of 
either  of  the  parties,  coming  upon  any  coaft  belonging  to 
either  of  the  faid  allies,  but  not  willing  to  enter  into  port, 
or  being  entered  into  port,  and  not  willing  to  unload  their 
cargoes,  or  break  bulk,  they  Ihall  be  treated  according  to 
the  general  rules  prefcribed  or  to  be  prefcribed  relative  t® 
the  objed  in  quellion. 

Art.  29.  If  the  fhips  of  the  faid  fubjeds,  peopk  or  in- 
habitants of  either  of  the  parties  fnall  be  met  with,  either 
failing  along  the  coafts  or  on  the  high  feas,  by  any  iliip 
of  war  of  the  other,  or  by  any  privateer,  the  faid  Ihip  of 
\var  or  privateer,  for  the  avoiding  of  any  diforder,  ihall 
remain  out  ofca,nnon  iliot,  and  may  fend  their  boats  oa 
board  the  merchant  ihip  which  they  flrall  fo  m.eet  A^nth,. 
and  may  enter  her  to  th^  number  of  two'or  three  men  only, 
to  whom  the  mailer  or  commander  of  fuch  iliip  or  veffel. 
fliall  exhibit  his  pafTport  concerning  the  property  of  the 
Ihip,  made  out  according  to  the  form  inferred  in  this  pre- 
fent  treaty,  and  the  fliip,  when  fhe  fhall  haveiliewed  luck 
pafTport,  ihall  be  free  and  at  liberty  to  puiCue  her  voyage, 
fo  as  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  to  mioleft  or  fearch  her  in  any 
manner,  or  to  give  her  chace,  or  forc^:^  hei  to  quit  her- iu- 
t;ended  courfe. 

Art.  30.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that  all  goods,  when  once

Bay,  Rhode-IIland,  Connedicut,  New-York,  New-Jerfey, 
Pennfylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North- 
Carolina,  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  having  this  day 
concluded  a  treaty  of  amity  and  comftierce,  for  the  recipro- 
cal advantage  of  their  fubjeds  and  citizens,  have  thought 
ir  neceflary  to  take  into  confideration  the  means  offtrength-

and  tranfpoitation  of  the  fiores  which  fhali  be  fo  depoft- 
ed,  and  to  make  anew  regulation  of  the  quartermafter's  de--,^ 
partmient. 

Refohed^  That  there  be  one  quartermafler  general  and 
•ne  afiiHant  quarterm.ailer  general,  appointed  by  Congrefs, 
and  one  deputy  c[uartermafter  for  the  main  army^  and  one' 
for  each  feparate  army,  to  be  appointed  by  the  quarter* 
Hiafier  general : 

That  the  quarrerma{l;er  general  appoint  one  deputy  fot, 
each   i^ate,  if  he  fhall  judge  fo  many  to  be  neceffary,  and! 
the  fame  be  approved  by  the  board  of  war  ;  the  perfori 
appointed  to  be  approved  of  by  the  fupreme  executive  oFj 
thefl:ate  in  which  he  is  to  be  employed: 

That  each  "deputy,  whether  appointed  for  one  flate  or 
''more,  fhall   appoint  as  many  alfiftants  as  the  fervice  may" 
neceffarily  require,  and  the  quartermafler  general  fliall  ap- 
prove y  and  a  return  of  fuch  appointments  ilaall  be  imme- 
diately

^diately  made  to  t"h-e  board  of  ^var  by  the  quartermaiier  ge- 
neral : 

Thar  all  ftore-keepers,  contra Aors,  clerks,  condudors, 
artificers  and  laboureis,  of  whatever  denomination,  who 
may  be  found  neceifary  for  the  v/eli  conducting  the  public 
iDujfinefs,  be  appointed  by  the  dep-iities  in  their  refpective 
diilrids  ;  and  that  they  employ  them  in  fuch  numbers,  for 
fuch  time,  and  at  fuch  places,  as  the  fervice  may  require, 
and  on  fuch  -conditions  as  fliall  be  moil  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  :  ne'/eithelefs,  if  they  are  agreed  with  or  conti- 
nue in  fervice  for  any  longer  time  than  two  months,  the' 
conditions  are  to  be  approved  by  the  quaitermdler  gene- 
ral. 

That  the  duty  of  a  deputy  quartermafter  for  a  l^are  ffiall 
be,  to  provide  the  means  of  tranfportation  in  fuch  /late  for 
all  public  property,  agreeably  to  the  orders  he  may  receive 
from  the  commander  in  chief,  the  board  of  war,  the  quar- 
termaller  general,  or  the  officer  commanding  in  the  itate- — " 
tc  piovide  fuch  Pcore-houfe^  as  may  be  necelTary  foi  the' 
prefervation  of  the  public  property,  and  to  appoint  fuita- 
ble  ilore-keepers,  properly  inilruided,  to  account  in  the 
befl  manner  tlie  nature  of  the  bufinefs  will  admit,  agreea- 
bly to  fuch  plans  a-s  the  quartermaller,  general  may  pie- 
fcribe  for  all  articles  received,  whether  provided  by  the 
ftate  in  the  ixate,  or  received  frcm  anotlier  itate,  taking 
care  always  to  note  deficiencies,  and  to  reject  fuch  as  are 
deficient  in  quality,  whether  provided  by  the  flare,  or  ia 
any  other  manner  within  the  ftate  ;  bur  if  the  parties  aie 
diffatisfied,  tbe  ilore-keeper,  and  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo 
tendering  the  goods,  fnall  each  nominate  three  of  the  mQll 
reputable  freeholders  in  tbe  vicinity  of  the  place  where  the 
■goods  are  to  be  delivered,  the  ilore-keeper  to  appoint  one. 
of  the  three  nominated  by  the  perfon  or  perfons  oiiering 
the  goods,  and  he  or  they,  one  of  thofe  named  by  the 
ilore-keeper  ;  and  if  the  two  firft  cannot  agree,  a  third  is 
to  be  chofc^n  by  lot  out  of  the  rem.aining  four,  as  an  um- 
pire ;  the  arbitrators  to  be  on  oath,  and  copies  of  their  a- 
ward  to  be  delivered  in  writing  to  the  parties,  which  fliall 
^e  binding  and  concluiive— to  keep  proper  regifiers  of  all 
perfons,  teams,  pack-horfes,  veffels  and  craft,  employed 
in  the  department,  noting  the  manner  and  conditions,  on. 
Wliich  they  ferve^  and  v/hether.  the  teams^,  pack-hoifes,  vef- 

fels 
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fels  or  craft,  are  private  or  public  property — to  execute  til 
orders,  either  for  purchafes  or  other  purpofe?,  which  he  may 
receive  from  the  commander  in  chief,  the  board  of  war,  the, 
quartermafter  general,  or  the  commanding  officer  in  the  ftate  ; 
to  pay  all  oiTicers  in  the diiferent  parts  of  thelbate  who  fliall  be 
necelTary  to  execute  the  bufincfsof  the  department,  and  who 
have  been  approved  as  -aforefaid— to  give  fuch  inftrudions, 
With  refped  to  the  management  bf  thebufinefs,  as  Ihall  ap- 
pear neceiTary  to  have  it  conducted  with  the  greatefl:  eco- 
nomy ai^.d  order,  and  at  the  fame  time  with  that  difpatch 
tvhich  the  fervice  may  require—to  apply  to  the  affiilant 
quartermalber  general  for  fuch  furris  of  money  as  the  fervice- 
Ki ay  require,  andto  diftribute  the  fame  in  fuch  proporti- 
ons as  will  beft  anfwer  the  purpofe — to  viiit  all  the  places- 
ef  bufinefs  of  thofe  ferving  under  him,  as  often  as  his  other 
duties  will  admit;  ind  fee  whether  they  execute  their  duty 
agreeably  to  the  inftrudions  they  receive — to  infped  their 
accounts,  books  of  receipts  and  iifijes,  and  to  corred 
what  is  amif*; — to  colled  and  render  his  accounts  of  expen- 
ditures and  returns  of  public  property  a,nd  perfons  employ- 
ed in  the  department  every  three  months;  and  to  make 
return  to  the  arfiitant  quartermafter  genereJ  of  all  ilfues*^ 
that  have  been  made,  mentioning  the  articles,  quantity  or 
jiumber  of  each,  onwhofe  application  or  order  ilTued,  and 

towhom  deliv:!red to  fee  that  all  Itores  provided  in  one 

flate,  to  be  forwarded  to  another,  be  carefully  infpeded, 
that  the  quantity  and  quality*  is  agreeable  to  the  order  giv- 
en before  they  are  fent  forward— -to  confine  all  the  con- 
tradsor  bargains  of  the  contractors  and  agents  of  every  de- 
nomination, within  the  ftate  to  which  they  belong,  to' 
prevent  one  contrador  interfering  with  another — to  m.ake 
fuch  provifion  for  wintering  or  recruiting  public  hoifes,^ 
-as  may  be  necedary  for  the  convenience  and  fupport  of 
the  army  :  And  generally  to  do  and  perform  every  thing 
fteceiTary  to  promote  the  fervice. 

That  the  duty  of  theadiilant  quartermailer  general  /hall 
"be,  to  refide  near  Congrefs — to  frame  plans  for  keeping 
accounts  in  the  department,  and  to  accommodate  them  ta 
the  nature  of  the  bufmefs  in  the  befl:  polfible  manner  foi* 
•preferving  regularity  ;  and  after  the  quartermafler  gene*-. 
ral  fliall  approve  thereof,  to  tranfmit  them  to  the  deputies 
iathc  feveral  ftates  as  a  rule  for  their  Hating  and  keeping 

lheir^ 
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tlaelr  accounts,  to  be  by  them  communicated  to  all  their 
fonder  agents— -to  receive  from  the  army  and'  the  dulutLS^ 
the  accounts  and  vouchers  arifing  therein  to  the  hxil  day 
6f  December,  and  to  Jay  them  before  the  chamber  of  ac- 
counts for  fettlement  by  the  firft  dn,y  of  January- — to  ap- 
ply  to  the  board  of  treafury  for  fuch  fums  of  money  as  the 
'^uartermafter  general  ill  all  dired,  and  diflribute  the  fama 
as  the  feveral  branches  of  the  department  may  require—- 
to  make  fuch  remarks  and  give  fuch  direiuons  to  the  depu- 
ties in  the  feveral  Hates  as  ftiall  be  found  neceffary  fbr  fav- 
3ng  expence  or  preferving  order  in  tHebufmefs--^-to  receive 
from  the  refpedive. deputies,  at  the  end  of  every  three 
months,  returns  of  allperfons  employed,  hovv,  where  and 
t)nwhac  conditions,  and  returns  of  all  public  property  be- 
longing to  the  department,  Jlnd  where  depolited,  made  ouc 
in  four  diilinCt  columns,  one  containing  what  has  not  been 
ilTued,  another  what  is  in  ufe,  the  third  what  has  beeri 
tifed  and  wants  repairing,  and  the  fourth  what  is  unfit  for 
further  feirvice  and  ftill  of  fome  value  ;  thefe  returns  to  be 
made  agreeably  to  fuch  fornis  as  ihall  be  furniihed  by  tha 
quarter-mafter  general. 

That  the  returns  be  mdde  to  the  afiiflant  quartermaftef* 
general  in  March,  June,  September  and  December  ;  and 
that  the  general  returns  be  furnifhed  to  the  qiiartermaRer 
■general  as  foon  after  as  poflible  : 

That  the  quartermafter  general  appoint  one  cdmmiiTar-'^ 
o£  forage  for  the  main  army,  and  fo  many  deputies,  for- 
age-mailers, clerks  and  labourers,  as  the  ferVlce  m.ay  re— 
iquire,  and  the  commander  in  chief  ihall  approve  of,  a  depu- 
ty commiiTary  of  forage,  and  as  many  clerks  and  labour- 
.ersfor  each  i^eparate  army,  as  the  fervice  may  require,  and 
the  commanding  officer  of  fuch  feparate  army  Ihall  approve 
of: 

That  the  duty  of  a  commiiTary  of  forage  and  of  a  depu- 
ty commiiTary  of  forage  v/ith  a  feparate  army,  fnall  be, 
10  provide  forage  and  pailure  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
tamp,  by  purchafe  orotherwife,  as  the  cafe  nlay  require 
and  to  diliribute  the  fame — to  correfpond  wnth  the  deputy 
quartermafters,  in  theilates  in  or  near  which  the  army  may 
be,  and  make  feafonable  requiiitions  from  them  for  fuch 
i^uantiti^ss  of  forage  as  the  fervice  rhay  require,  and  tore* 

ceiva 
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ceive  and  iiTue  the  fame  to  the  army  in  fuch  manner  and 
proportion  as  is  hereafter  direded. 

That  the  wages  of  people  employed  in  theforage  branch 
as  "^rtril  as  the  price  of  forage  purchafed,  and  hire  of  pafture 
as  sforefaid,  and  all  other  contingent  expenc::s  of  the  de- 
partment, be  directed  for  payment  to  the  quartermafter  ge-* 
neraFs  pay-olfice  ;  that  thecommiiTary  of  forage  or  his  de- 
puty certify  the  fums  due,  and  that  the  fame  have  been 
fully  examined  ;  that  fuch  orders  or  certificates  foi  pay-^ 
"ment  be  prefented  to  the  auditor  of  accounts  in  the  quar-* 
terniafter  generaFs  office,  and  pafsfrom  him  to  the  pay- 
office  :  but  when,  from  fudden  movements  of  the  army, 
the  certificates^  for  pall:urageor  forage  furniihed  in  the  vi^ 
cinity  thereof,fignedby  the  commiifary  of  forage  or  hisde- 
jjuty, cannot  be  brought  for  payment  to  the  quarter  maftef 
general's  pay-office  in  cam.p,  without  great  inconvenience; 
to  the  pOifefTorsof  the  fame,  fuch  certi£cates  il'iall  be  paid 
t>y  the  deputy  quartermafter  of  the  Hate  in  which  the  fame 
fliali  have  been  furniflied,  the  funis  and  articles  furnifli;- 
ed  being  inferted  in  words  at  full  length  :  and,  to  prevent 
frauds,  the  cOmjmiirary  of  forage  or  deputy  with-a  feparatei^ 
army,  (liallfurniili  the  deputy  quartermafter  of  the  ftate,  in 
which  the  armiy  may  ferve,  witha  liil  of  the  perfons  em--^' 
ployed  in  the  forage  branch,  in  their  own  handwriting,- 
and  the  priatedform  of  certiiieates  generally  made  ufe  of 
by  them,' 

That  thecommiffary  of  forage,  or  deputy  with  a  fepa- 
rate  army,  fix  upon  fuch  places  for  receiving  and  iifuing 
forage  at  the  army.,  as  fiiall  belt  accom-miodare  the  fervice  ; 
and  that  written  inftrudions  be  given  to  the  keeper  of  the 
magazine  of  forage,  how  and  to  whofe  order  to  iffue  the 
fame;  that  proper  entries  be  made  in  a  book,  to  be  kept 
for  the  purpofe  of  all  receipts  and  ifFues,  and  that  the  or- 
ders be  numbered  and  filed  to  agree  with  the  entries  in  the 
book. 

That  the  forage-mafters,  and  keepers  of  the  army  maga- 
zines ffiall  m?ike  weekly  returns  to  the  com miflary  of  fo- 
rage, or  to  the  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  of  all  forage' 
received  and  ifTued,  and  of  all  pafturage  made  ufe,  of  and 
certificates  given  for  the  fame  ;  and  that  the  commiffary  of 
forage,  or  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  ffiall,  at  the  end 
of  every  four  weeks,  make  returns  to  the  quartermallei'  ge-* 

i!ieral> 
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n^ral,  or  deputy  quartermafter  with  a  feparate  army,  of  all. 
|:he  forage  received  at  the  magazines  or  collected  fiom  the 
country,  and  of  the  iiTues  of  the  fame  ;  alfo  of  all  certihcates 
ibrpafturage  or  forage  which  have,  within  that  time,  been 
given  for  fettlement  at  the  quartermafter  general's  pay-of- 
nce. 

That  forage  foj*  the  waggon  horfes  be  ifTued  on  the  re- 
turns of  the  refpedive  condu<9;ors,  counterfigned  by  the 
waggon  mafter  or  his  deputy  ;  ^nd  for  other  horfes  on  the 
orders  of  the  officers  entitled  to  receive  forage  by  virtue  of 
thefe  regulations:  and  if  any  officer  in  the  forage  depart- 
ment fliall  ilTue  fora.ge  in  any  other  manner,  or  in  larger 
proportions  than  is  prefcribedin  thefe  regulations,  helhall 
be  charged  with  and  pay  the  full  value  of  fuch  extra  fo- 
rage,   and  be  difmiffed  from  thefervice. 

That  there  be  nodeputycommilTary  of  forage  or  forap"e- 
nafter  appointed,  except  for  the  main  army,  or  a  feparate 
army;  and  that  all  forage  which  it  may  hereafter  be  ne- 
ceiTary  to  iffue  at  any  poft^  be  iiTued  by  the  deputy  quar- 
termafter of  the  ftate,  his  afiiftants  or  ftore-keepers  : 

That  the  deputy  quartermafter  of  the  ftate  fliall  appoint 
the  magazines  or  places  at  which,  forage  fhall  be  ilTued,  ^nd 
Done  fhall  be  ifTued  at  any  other  ;  nor  iliall  any  forage  be 
ifTued  at  fuch  poft  to  any  officer,  unlefs  he  "certifies  upon 
honor,  on  his  return,  that  he  is  not  on  furlough  nor  abfent 
from  the  army  on  his  pnva.te  bufinefs : 

That  a  ration  of  forage  fhall  confift  01  fourteen  pounds 
of  hay  and  eight  quarts  of  oats  for  a  faddle  horfe,  mid  fix- 
teen  pounds  of  hay  and  twelve  quarts  of  oats,  or  other  fliort 
forage  equivalent,  for  a  draught  horfe,  per  day  :  That  in 
cafes  where  either  of  the  above  articles  cannot  be  furnifh- 
ed,  a  double  quantity  of  the  other  iliall  be  confidered  as  a 
compleat  ration. 

And  whereas  the  great  number  of  ilTuing  pofts  eftabliih- 
cd  in  thefe  ftates  have,  by  experience,  been  found  very 
burthenfome  and  e'xpenfiYe : 

Rejolved,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  da^/  of  Auguft 
next,  no  poft,  without  troops  there  ftationed,  and  in  the 
continental  fervice,  fiiall  be  continued  oreftablifhed  in  any 
Hate  at  the  expence  of  the  United  States,  nor  public  pro- 
yifions  or  forage  iiTued  thereat,  but  by  order  of  the  board  o£ 
"W^^  the  commander  in  chief,  gr  commanding  officer  of  a 
^'"^"^  '   '■''  '■■'"'  feparate 
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feparate  army  ;  and  fuch  order  fhall  be  given  only  in  cafes 
'when,  in  their  opinion,  the  obtaining  provifion  or  forage. 
in  any  other  way  would  be  impra(I;l:icable. 

Andwhereas  it  may  fometimes  happen  that  there  is  ane- 
ceffity  to  detain  hired  teams,  the  owners  of  which  weie  to. 
£nd  their  own  forage  and  proviiions,  beyond  the  time  for 
which  fuch  teams  were  engaged,  and  who,  if  their  own 
forage  and  proviiions  are  expended,  mull  haye  recourfe  to 
^he  public  magazines :. 

RefQlvcdy  That  fuch  teams,  and  their  condudors  and 
drivers,  fo  detained  and  become  deftitute  of  forage  and  pro- 
vifions,  fnali  be  fupplied  out  of  the  public  magazines,  up- 
on the  written  order  of  the  officer  by  whofe  order  they 
Aall  have  been  detained  5  and  the  waggon-mafter,  or  his 
-ideputy  or  other  perfon,  under  whofe  dire^ion  fuch  teams 
fce  em.p]oyed^  before  he  figns  their  difcharge,  fhall 
ihall  caufe  to  be  endorfed  thereon,  by  the  forage-miafteii: 
and  comniiiTary,  or  ftore-keeper  (as  the  cafe  may  be)  the 
number  of  rations  of  forage  and  provifionsfurnifliedtofuc!^ 
«eams  and  their  condudors  and  drivers,  that  the  fame  may 
1)6  deduded  out  of  th^  wages  due  to  the  owners  of  fuch 
liired  teams:  that,  excepting  in  the  cafes  above  mention- 
ed, no  provifions  or  forage  be  drawn  by  any  perfon  not 
adually  ferving  witk^the  army,  or  fome  detachment  there- 
of: 

That  there  be  one  waggon-mafter  with  the  main  army, 
and  as  many  deputies,  clerks  and  condudors,  as  the  fervic^ 
may  require,  and  the  commander  in  chief  fhall  approve  of; 
|;hat  there  be  a  deputy  for  each  feparate  army,  with  asma^ 
ny  ailiilants,  clerks,  and  condudors,  as  the  fame  may  re- 
quire, and  the  commanding  ofHcer  fhall  approve  of: 

That  the  waggon-maRer,  and  deputy  with  a  feparat^ 
army,  fliaH  keep  an  exad  regifter  of  all  perfons  and  teams 
employed  with  the  army  in  his  department,  diliinguifhing 
fcy  proper  columns  the  private  and  public  property  ;  thaf 
jhe  keep  exad  regifters  of  all  pay-rolls,  noting  the  time  and 
conditions  cf  payment ;  that,  in  every  pay-roll,  the  name^ 
and  employment  of  every  perfon  be  inferred  at  full  length  j 
and  that  the  roll  be  flgned  by  the  waggon-mafler,  or  der 
puty  with  a  feparate  army,  and  thenpafs  to  the  auditor  of 
accounts  in  the  office  of  the  quartermaller  general,  or  dt^v^ 
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ty  In  a  feparate  army,  and  from  him  to  therefpedive  pay-j? 
office: 

That  the  waggon-mafter.  or  deputy  in  a  feparate  army, 
give  all  the  orders  on  the  horfe-yard  for  horfes  to  equip 
the  teams,  and  orders  on  the  ftore  for  harnefs  ;  and  every 
deputy  or  adiftant,  receiving  horfes  or  harnefs  upon  fuch 
order,  Ihall  be  charged  with  the  fame  in  his  books,  and  be 
made  to  account,  by  his  weekly  or  monthly  returns  for  the 
horfes  or  harnefs  delivered  to  him. 

That  the  waggon-mafter  lliall  make  monthly  returns  to 
the  quartermaller  general,  or  oftener  if  required,  of  all 
perfons,  teams,  ctnd  horfes,  employed  in  his  '  department, 
noting  where  and  with  whom  ferving,  adding  a  column 
of  cafualties,  in  which  to  infertthe  deaths,  Holen  or  ftray- 
^d  horfes,  andalfothe  harnefs  that  m^ay  be  loft,  and  gene- 
rally to  make  fuch  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
waggoners  as  fhall  be  beft  calculated  to  preferve  public 
properry,-and  togive  them  as  a  ftanding  order  to  all  the  wag- 
gon-mafters,  the  quarterniafter  general  approving  thereof: 
that  the  like  duties  be  performed  by  the  deputy  waggon-. 
mailer  of  a  feparate  army  : 

That  the  quartermafter  have  liberty ■»  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commander  of  a  feparate 
army,  to  take  fuch  and  fo  many  officers  from  the  line  of 
the  army,  tofervein  his  department,  as  he  may  find  necef- 
fary,  and  as  are  willing  to  engage  in  thebuiinefs : 

That  the  quartermafter  genera!  eftablifh  a  horfe-yar^I 
with  the  army,  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  and  ilTuing 
all  public  horfes  ;  and  that  the  perfon  appointed  deliver 
none  from  the  yard  but  by  the  order  of  the  commander  ia 
chief,  the  quartermafter  general,  or  his  deputy,  or  the 
Waggon-mafter  : 

The  fame  regulations  to  take  place  with  a  feparate  ar-' 
my  : 

That  an  exa<5t  regifter  be  kept  of  the  receipt  and  delivery 
of  all  horfes,  from  whom  received,  to  whom  delivered,  an'4. 
by  whofe  order  ;  and  alfo  of  all  horfes  that  may  die,  be 
ftolen,  or  ftrtiy  from  the  yard,  or  that  are  ordered  to  be  fold. 
by  the  quartermafter  general,  as  unfit  for  farther  fervice  ; 
andthat  returns  of  all  tranfadions  of  the  yard  be  made  to 
%he  quartermafter  generafs  office  monthly,  and  as  much 
iftener  as  the  quaitexmafter  general  may  dired.

Whereas  it  is  necefTary  that  every  army  fhould  be  limit-* 
edin  the  article  of  baggage  ;  this  regulation  being  efTenti- 
al,  as  well  to  fave  expence  as  to  prevent  the  army  from  be- 
ing embarrafTed  in  its  opera'-ions  ;  and  that  every  officer 
fhould  have  only  fuch  aquantity  of  baggage  as  is  effential 
to  his  comfort  and  appearance. 

Refolved,  That  the  following  proportion  of  waggons  and 
bat-horfes  be  allowed  to  the  different  ranks  of  officers,  and 
no  more,  unlefs  it  be  by  order  of  the  commander  in  chief, 
or  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate  army,  each  of  whom 
to  be  allowed  for  themf elves  fo  many  baggage  waggons 
md  b^t-hoifesas  they  may  think  aecefsayy,  to  wit,

That  the  commander  in  chief  ( if  he  fhall  think  it  necef- 

'  fary)  concert  with  the  proper  officers  and  minifters,  fuch 
plan  of  operations  to  be  undertaken  by  any  other  of  his 
moft  chriftian  majefty's  forces,  or  by  the  forces  of  his  ca- 
tholic majefty  now  combined  in  the  Weft-Indies,  or  to  be 
drawn  from  the  province  of  Louifania,  or  elfewhere,  as 
may  either  immediately,  or  in  their  efFed  facilitate  or  af- 
fift  the  proper  enterprize.

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That  the  Trumbull,  Deane,  Confederacy,  and  Saratoga, 
are  the  only  fhips  that  are  or  will  be  ready  for  fea  this  fca- 
fon  ;  that  thefe  (hips,  by  an  at^t  of  Congrefs  of  the  26th,  of 
July  laft,  are  put  under  the  diredion  of  general  Walhing- 
ton,  to  be  employed  in  co-operating  with  the  fleet  of  his 
molt  chrillian  majefhy,  commanded  by  the  admiral  cheva- 
lier de  Ternay,  and  therefore  it  is  at  prefent  impracticable 
to  comply  with  the  requell:  of  the  governor  and  council  of 
Maryland : 

Refolved,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  com-

PLAN  of  the  INSPECTING  and  MUSTERING  DEPART- 
MENT. 

WHEREAS  the  inftitution  of  this  department  hath  beeil 
found  of  great  utility  to  the  armies  of  thefe  United  States  ^■ 
and  experience  hachihevvn  that  it  may  be  rendered  Hill  more 
ufefui  by  an  extenfion  of  its  powers  and  objects ;  therefore, 

Refolvedy  That  the  former  eftabliiliment,  by  a  refoluti- 
on  of  the  iSth  of  February,  1779,  and  all  fubfequent  re- 
folutions  relative  thereto,  be  repealed  ;  and  the  department 
hereafter  have  the  folio  <?inng  form,  powers  and  privileges. 

There  (hall  be  an  infpedtor  general  with  the  main  army^ 
of  the  United  States,  to  be  appointed  by  Congrefs,  who 
ihall  be  allowed  two  fecretaries,  in  addition  to  the  aids  he 
is  allowed  in  the  line  of  the  army,  to  be  taken  from  the 
line  of  captains  and  fubalrerns,  who  Ihall  receive,  in  ad- 
dition to  their  pay,  fix  dollars  per  month. 

There  fhall  be  one  aiTiftant  infpedor  'general  with  rhft 
main  army,  who  fhall  be  adjutant  general  for  the  time  be^ 
ing,  and  fnall  receive,  in  addition  to  his  pay,  ten  dol- 
lars per  month  ;  and  one  to  every  feparate  army,  when 
confifting  of  two  or  more  divifior.s,  who  fhall  be  the  de** 
puty  adjutant  general,  and  fhall  receive  in  addition  to  his 
pay,  eight  doUars  per  month. 

Thrfre  Ihall  be  one  infpeclor  to  each  divifion  of  the  army 
of  the  United  States,  one  to  the  corps  of  cavalry,  and  one 
to  T.hd  corps  of  artillery;  to  be  taken,  when  the  fervic5 
will  admit,  from  the  line  of  colonels  and  lieutenant  colo- 
nels who  fhall  be  allowed,  in  addition  to  their  pay,  feven 
and  a  half  dollars  per  month,  and  forage  for  three  horfes, 
including  what  they  are  entitled  to  in  r^e  line  of  the  army, 
and  one  exrra  ration  of  provifion,  when  the  llate  of  the 
jnagazmes  will  admit, 
'"kira  fhaU  be  one  fub-infpedor  to  every  brigade  in  the 

army 
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if  my  of  the  United  States,  one  to  the  corps  of  cavalry,  ancf 
one  to  the  corps  of  artill  ..y,  if  thought  necelTary  by  the' 
commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  officer  of  a  fepaisite 
army,  to  betaken  from  the  line  of  majors  in  the  brigade, 
when  the  fervke  will  admit,  who  fliall  be  allowed,  in. 
Addition  to  their  pay,  five  dollars  per  month,  and  one  ex- 
tra rarion,  whin  theilare  of  the  aiagazines  will  admit. 

The  commander  in  chief,  a^d  commanding  officer  of  a 
fepara^e  army,  are  hereby  impowered  to  appoint  infpe6- 
t>Ts  and  fub-infpeciors  to  the  militia,  while  in  actual  fer- 
vice,  agreeable  to  the  foregoing  plan,  who  Ihall  have  the 
fame  powers,  privileges  and  e«ioluments,  as  thofe  {qi^'u:;^ 
tvith  the  continental  army. 

It  fnall  be  the  duty  of  the  infpe<^o?-generaI  to  frame  a 
fyftemof  regulations  for  the  exercife  and  difeipline.of  ih€' 
troops,  in  the  manual  evolutions  and  manoeuvres,  for  the' 
fervice  of  guards  and  deta<:hmjents,  and  for  all  cam.p  ard 
garrifon  duty,  and  if  approved  of  by  the  comm^ander  in 
■chief,  ard  ratified  by  Congrefs,  fuch  regulations  fnall  be 
inforced  by  the  orders  of  the  comman4er  in  chief  through^ 
out  the  army. 

The  afliRant  infpedors  general  ihall  ailift  in  the  general 
^uties  of  the  departm.ent,  agreeable  to  the  direciions  they 
ftiall  receive  from  the  infpedor  general,  (through  the  or^ 
elerofthe  commander  in  chief)  and  when  the  infpedor  i«^ 
not  prefent,  fliall  have  the  chief  diredion  of  the  famie,  a- 
^reeabie  to  the  orders  they  may  receive  as  aforefaid  ;  they  ,^ 
Ihall  neverthelefs  continue  to  perform  their  duties  of  adju* 
tant  and  deputy  adjutant  general.

lations  eilabliihed  for  the  army  in  their  refpedive  divifions^ 
and  in  fuch  garrifons  as  they  may  be  ordered  by  the  inf  ped- 
©r  general  or  a^lillant  infpsdors  general  ;  at  all  times  per- 
forming the  duty  of  adjutant  general  tot'iefame;  and 
when  a  detachment  of  more  than  one  division  is  fent  froni 
the  army,  the  eidelt  infpsdor  of  the  m. arching  troops;  fiiall 
ad  as  adjutant  general  to  the  detachment. 

The  fub-infpedors  diall  do  the  duty  of  maiorsof  brigadt* 
to  the  brigades  to  which  they  bt^long,  and  attend  to  the 
execution  of  the  regulations  eftablKhed  for  the  army  in  their 
refpedive  brigades,  and  fueh  earrifons,  detachmenis  and 
ladependent  ssrps^  as  -they  fiiall  be  ordered  by  the  ia- 
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fpedor  general,  or  affiAant  infpedor  general  with  a  fepjf*» 
jate  arrny.  ^  ' 

The  infpedor  general  and  the  alTiftant  infpedor  general 
fhill  review  and  multer  the  troops  in  fervice  once  every 
fiionth,  at  which  review  he  or  they  fhall  infped  the  num- 
ber and  condition  of  the  men,  their  difcipline,  the  flite  of 
their  cloaths,  arms,  accoutrements  and  camp  equicage ; 
the  numberof  rations  they  have  drawn  finceihe  laft  review  ; 
reporting  fuch  foldiers  and  recruits  as  are  unfit  fcr  fervice 
to  the  major  general  or  commander  of  thedivifion,  the  bii- 
gadier  or  commander  of  a  regiment  detached  from  the  di- 
"^ifion  c^r  brigade  to  which  fuch  difabled  foldier  may  be-r 
Jong  ;  to  be  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  difchaigcd  oi 
transferred  to  the  corps  of  invalids,  if  on  the  e^iamination 
of  the  furgeon  of  the  regiment,  they  ffiall  be  found  unfit  for 
further  fervice  in  the  field.  But  no  fuch  foldier  fhall  be 
deemed  legally  discharged  or  transferred,  except  his  dif- 
charge  or  ti  ansferrence  is  figned  by  the  major  general,  briga- 
dier or  commandant  as  aforefaid,  and  a  certificate  of  his 
inability,  fpecifying  the  nature  oi  it,  fgned  by  the  fur- 
geon, is  annexed  thereto  ;  noting  at  the  fame  time  all  al- 
terations that  have  happened  fince  the  laft  review  or  muf- 
ter,  and ,  as  far  as  pofTible,  in  what  manner,  reporting 
them  with  the  deficiencies,  negleds  and  abufes,  to  the 
commander  in  chief,  or  commianding  officer  prefenr,  an^ 
the  board  of  war. 

At  every  mufler,  three  rolls  fhall  be  made  out  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  each  troop  or  company,  figned  and 
fvvorn  to  by  him,  one  of  which  rolls  fhall  be  returned  t& 
him,  certified  by  the  m.uflering  officer  ;  one  fhall  be  retain- 
ed by  the  mufiering  officer  ;  theother  fhall  be  certified  and 
delivered  to  the  regimental  pay-mafler,  to  be  affixed  to  the 
pay-rolls. 

Each  brigade  fhall  be  mufiered  by  its  fub-infpeder,  un- 
der the  fuperintendency  of  the  infpedor  of  the  divifion, 
who  ftaii- be  refponfible,  with  thefub-infpedcr,  for  the 
exadnefs  and  fidelity  of  the  muflers ;  and,  in  like  manner, 
all  parrifons,  independent  corps  and  detachments,  fhall  ba 
muflered  by  fuch  infpedor  or  fub-infpedors,  as  the  in^ 
fpedor  general,  or  alTiHant  infpedor  general  with  a  fepa^ 
jate  aimv,  fliall  order. 

Ths  fub  infpedors  fhall  deliver  an  abflrad  of  all  fuc^ 
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lOuflsrj  regimentally  digefted,  to  the  infpedor  of  the  di- 
vifion,  who  Ihail  digell  them  into  divifion  abftracts,  in  tlit 
fame  form,  and  tranfmit  them  to  the  afliflant  infpedors 
general,  to  be  by  them  tranfmitted  to  the  infpeiftor  gene* 
ral,  and  in  a  feparate  army  to  the  commanding  officer. 

Theinfpedor  general  (hall  tranfmit,  once  every  month, 
a  copy  of  the  abftrad  of  the  mufters  of  the  whole  army,  to 
the  commander  in  chief,  and  another  to  the  board  of  war* 

No  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment,  fhall  mufter  the  re- 
giment he  commands,  but  another  infpedor  (hail  be  order- 
ed to  do  that  duty,  by  the  infpedor  general. 

The  afliftant  infpedor  in  a  feparate  army,  Ihall  do  the 
fame  duties  in  that  army,  as  the  infpedor  general  doth  ia 
the  main  army  refpeding  the  mufters,  according  to  the  di- 
redions  he  fhall  receive,  ^ud  orders  of  the  commanding 
officer. 

The  commiiTary  of  ilTuss  fhall  be  ©bilged  to  deliver  t» 
th^  infpector  general,  and  afTiftant  infpedpr  with  a  fepa- 
rate army,  anabftrait,  by  brigades,  of  the  rations  asftually 
jffued,  and  of  all  iffues  to  ail  feparata  corps,  ^arrifpns  and 
detachments. 

All  mufter-rolls  fhall  be  fworn  to  before  a  general  offi- 
cer, or  commandant  of  a  feparate  poll  or  detachment,  wh» 
are  hereby  inipowered  to  adminifler  the  oath,  and  certify 
it  on  each  muller  roll,  in  the  words  following,  (to  wit,) 
''  I,  A.  B.  do  fwear,  that  this  mufter-roll  is  a  true  ftate 
**  of  the  company  under  my  command,  without  fraud  to 
^*  the  United  States,  or  to  any  individual,  according  to 
^'  the  bell  of  my  knowledge*

The  mulleri ng  officers  are  impowered  and  dire<f^ed  to  re- 
iq^uirefrom  all  the  officers  whofe  troops  aremuftered,  all  pa* 
pers  and  vouchers  relative  to  their  enliiliments  and  mufters. 

The  infpedor  fhall  keep  accounts  with  the  officers  com- 
manding regiments,  of  all  arms  and  accoutrements  deliver- 
ed their  regiments,  and  returned  in  by  them:  No  arms  or 
accoutrements  fhall  be  delivered  without  an  order  from  the 
infpedor  of  the  divifion,  to  whom  returns  for  arms  and  ac- 
coutrements wanted  fhall  be  made,  in  the  form  diieded 

is 
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in  the refolution  for  the  order  and  difcipline  of  the  trO(3p% 
©f  thefe  United  States. 

All  officers  of  the  inrpedorihip  ihall  retain  their  rights  of 
conimand  and  promotion,  in  the  fame  manner  as  it  they 
had  not  alTumed  the  office:  They  are  to  fufpcndthe  exer- 
©ife  of  their  refpedive  commands,  except  when  they  hap- 
pen to  be  th^  fuperior  in  thediviiioa,  brigade,  or  regiment, 
to  which  they  belong,  or  when  they  are  appointed  to  ex- 
tcute  any  particular  fervice  by  the  commander  in  chier,  or 
commanding  ofhcer  of  a  feparate  army;  and  are  exempt 
from  all  common  camp  and  ^arrifon  duty,  that  they  rr.aY 
attend  to  that  of  the  infpecting,  as  well  in  time  of  atiiori 
as  at  all  other  times. 

Th?  infpedor  general,  as  often  as  the  corrmander  in 
chief  fhall  think  fit  to  order,  fliall  yifit  eyery  part  of  the 
army,  and  review  the  fam.e,  to  fee  that  unifcimxity  pre- 
vails throughout  the  armies  of  thefe  United  States. 

The  infpeclor  general  fhall  keep  books,  in  which  the  re- 
turns, &g.  paffing  through  his  office  ihall  be  regillered.  Hq 
ihall  be  charged  with  coiieding  in  one  or  more  volumes  all 
the  refolves  of  Congrefs,  and  regulations  of  the  board  of 
war  relative  to  the  army. 

The  travelling  and  other  incidental  expences  for  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  bufinefs  of  the  oiiicej  fliall  be  fettled  by  the 
auditors  with  the  army,  upon  fuch  principles  as  Ihall  be 
ellabliilied  by  the  com.mander  in  chief,  ana  paid  out  of  the 
military  chell. 

The  quarterm.after  general  fhall  furnifh  all  necefTary  book? 
paper,  &:c.  for  the  department. 

Each  infpedor  fhall  be  allowed  when  the  circuml^ances 
«f  the  array  will  permit,  a  marquee  and  common  tent; 
each  fub-infpedor  ahorfeman's  and  common  tent  ;  if  not 
provided  for  as  officers  in  the  line. 

All  the  regulations  refpeding  the  objeds-  of  this  depart- 
ment ihall  be  finally  approved  andeilabliihed  by  Congrefs  : 
But  the  exigency  of  the  fervice  requiring  it,  temporary 
ones  may,  from  time  to  time  be  introduced,  by  the  inipec- 
tor  general,  with  the  approbation  of  the  commander  in 
chief,  and  tranfmittcd  to  the  board  of  war  within  one 
month  after  their  introdudioa,  that,  being  examined  and 
reported  to  Congrefs  by  them,  they  may  be  rejected,  altcr- 
•ed,  amended  or  confirmed,  as  Congrefs  ihall  deem  proper.

Refohed,  That  baron  Steuben  be,  and  hereby  is  conti- 
■Rued  infpedor  general  of  the  armies  ofthefe  United  States, 
and  veiled  with  power  to  appoint  all  officers  ncceffary  to 
carry  the  aforegoing  plan  into  execution,  they  being  firil 
approved  of  by  the  commander  in  chief.

A  letter  of  the  26th  from  general  Wafhington  was  read, 
4onHrm-ing  the  account  criyen  in  the  letter  of  the  25th  from' 
major-general  Greene,  of  the  treafonable  practices  of  major- 
general  Benedid   Arnold,  and   his  defertion  to  the  enemy.- 

WHEREAS  the  late  regulations  for  conducing  the  affairs 
of  the  general  hofpital  are  in  many  refpeds  defedive;  and 
it  is  neceiTary  that  the  fame  be  revifed  and  amended  ;  in 
^rder  that  the  Tick  and  wounded  may  be  properly  provided- 
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for  and  attended,  and  the  bufinefs  of  the  hofpitals  condu^Uf 
cd  with  regularity  and  economy ;  therefore, 

Refolved,  That  there  be  one  diredorof  the  military  hof- 
pitals, who  ihail  have  the  general  direction  and  fuperin- 
lendance  of  all  the  hofpitals  to  the  northward  of  North- 
Carolina;  that,  within  the  aforefaid  limits,  there  be  three 
chief  hofpitalphyfcians,  who  fhall  alfo  be  furgeons ;  one 
chief  phyfician,  who  iliall  alfo  be  a  furgeon^  to  each  fepa- 
rate  army ;  fifteen  hofpital  phyficians,  who  fhall  alfo  be 
fur^eons ;  twenty  furgeons  mates  for  the  hofpitals ;  one 
purveyor,  with  oneaiTiftant;  one  apothecary ;  oneaflifl- 
ant  apothecary  ;  and  to  each  hofpital,  aileward,  matron, 
orderly  men  and  nurfes,  as  heretofore: 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  one  of  the  chief 
hofpital  phyficians,  be  impowered  and  required,  wnth  the 
advice  and  eonfent  of  the  comm.ander  in  chief,  or  com- 
mander of  a  feparate  army,  to  eliablilh  and  regulate  fuch  a 
number  of  hofpitals,  at  proper  places,  for  the  reception 
of  the  fick  and  wounded  of  the  army,  as  m.ay  be  found  ne- 
cefTary : 

That  the  diredor  be  authorifed  and  intruded  to  enjoin 
the  feveral  chief  hofpital  phyficians,  and  other  officers  of 
the  hofpitals  under  his  fuperintendance,  to  attend  at  fuch 
polls  or  ftations  as  he  may  judge  proper,  and  alfo  to  attend 
and  perform  fuch  duties,  at  any  poll  or  place,  as  a  change 
of  the  pofition  of  the  army,  or  other  circumftances,  may 
from  time  to  time  make  neceffary,  and  fhall  be  required  by 
the  commander  in  chief;  and  that,  in  cafe  of  any  difpute 
concerning  their  ftniority  or  precedence,  the  diredor  fhall 
determine  the  fame  in  the  firfl  inflance,  the  party  fuppofing 
himfelf  aggrieved  being  at  liberty  to  appeal  for  redrefs  to 
the  medical  comiraittee : 

That  in  time  of  adion,  and  on -any  other  emergency, 
when  the  regimental  furgeons  are  not  f'uff.cient  in  number 
to  attend  properly  to  the  f  ck  and  wounded  that  cannot  be 
remioved  to  the  hofpitals ;  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfcnce, 
the  neareft  chief  hofpital  phyfician,  be  imipcweredand  re- 
quired, upon  requefl  of  the  chief  phyfcian  and  furgeon  of 
the  army,  to  fend  from  the  hofpitals  under  his  care,  to  the 
affiflance  of  fuch  fick  and  Vv'ounded,  as  many  furgeons  as  can 
pofiiblybefparedfrom  theneceffarybufnefscfthehofpitals: 

That  the  director,  or  in  his  abfence,  two  of  the  chh£ 
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"hofpltal  phyficians,  fhall  make  out  and  deliver,  from  tim« 
to  rime,  to  the  purveyor,  proper  eftimares  of  hofpital  ftores, 
medicines,  inllruments,  dreflings,  and  fuch  other  articles  as 
may  be  judged  neceflary  for  the  ufe  of  the  hofpitals ;  alfo 
dired  the  apothecary  or  his  alTiflant  to  prepare  and  deliver 
medicines,  instruments,  drefiings,  and  other  articles  in  his 
polTeilion,  to  the  hofpitals  and  furgeons  of  the  army  and  -na- 
vy, as  he  or  thev  may  judge  necefiary  : 

That  the  diredor  authorife  and  inftrud  the  purveyor  zvA 
Jipothecary  to  fupply,  for  the  ufe  of  the  regimental  furge- 
ons,  fuch  medicines  and  refrefhments  as  maybe  proper  for 
the  relief  of  the  fiok  and  wounded,  before  their  removal  to 
a  general  hofpital,  and  to  bs  difpenfed  under  the  care,  anxl 
at  thediredion  of  the  chief  phyfician  of  the  army : 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital 
phyficians  refpedively,  be  impowered  occafionally  to  em.- 
ploy  fecond  mates,  when  the  numbers  of  the  fick  fhall  in- 
creafe  fo  as  to  make  it  neceflary,  and  to  difcharge  them  as 
Toon  as  the  circumftances  of  the  Tick  will  admit : 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital 
phyficians  refpedively,  fliall  appoint  a  ward-mafler  for 
tach  hofpital,  to  receive  the  fpare  regimental  arms,  ae~ 
eoutrements  and  cloathing  of  each  foldier  admitted  therein, 
keeping  entries  of  and  giving  receipts  for  every  article  re- 
ceived, which,  when  the  foldier  fhall  be  difcharged,  {hail 
be  accounted  for  by  the  faid  ward-mailer  with  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  regiment  to  which  fuch  foldier  be- 
longed, or  the  officer  direded  to  take  charge  of  the  conva- 
lefcents  from  the  faid  hofpital ;  or  in  cafe  of  the  death  o£ 
the  foldier,  (hall  be  accounted  for  with,  and  delivered  to 
the  quartermafter  of  the  regiment  to  which  the  faid  foldier 
belonged  ;  and  the  ward-mafter  fhall  receive  and  be  ac- 
countable for  the  hofpital  cloathing,  and  perform  {"uch 
•ther  fervices  as  the  chief  hofpital  phyfician  fliall  diredi 

That  the  diredor  fhall  make  returns  of  all  the  fick  and 
wounded  in  the  hofpitals,  once  every  month,  to  the  medi- 
eal  committee,  together  with  the  names  and  ranks  of  all 
the  officers  and  others  employed  in  the  feveral  hofpitals  :

to  the  condu<fl  of  the  feveral  officers  in  the  hofpital  depart* 
inent,  and  arreft,  fufpend  and  bring  to  trial,  all  delinqueatsf 
WJthin  the  fame : 
'  That  the  duty  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyficians  fhall  be; 
^o  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  herein  before  enjoined 
them  to  do  in  the  abfence  of  the  diredor  ;  to  receive 
and  obey  the  orders  of  the  diredor,  made  and  delivered  to 
them  in  writing,  tofuperintend  the  pradice  of  phyfic  and 
furgery  m  thehofpitals  put  under  their  particular  care  by 
the  diredor,  or  which,  by  the  order  of  the  commander  in 
chief,  or  the  commander  of  a  feparate  army,  ftiay  be  by 
them  eftabliihed  ;  to  fee  that  the  hofpital  phyficians  and 
©ther  officers  attending  the  fame,  do  their  duty  ,*  and  itiake 
Bionthly  returns  to  the  diredor,  of  the  flate  and  number  o£ 
the  iickand  wounded  in  thehofpitals  under  their  care  ;  and 
alfo  make  returns  to  the  diredor,  and  to  the  medical  com- 
mittee, of  all  delinquent  officers,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
fpeedily  removed  or  punifhed ;  and  to  take  meafures  that 
all  fuch  fick  and  wounded  as  are  recovered  and  lit  for  duty 
be  delivered  weekly  to  the  officer  of  the  guard,  to  becon- 
duded  to  the  army  :  when  prefent  at  any  hofpital,  to  IfCut 
orders  to  the  proper  officers  for  fupplying  them  with  necef- 
faries;  and  generally,  in  the  abfence  of  the  diredor.  to 
fuperintend  andcontroul  the  bufmefs  of  fuch  hofpitals,  fufV 
pend  delinquent  and  remove  unneceiTary  non-commiffioned" 
officers,  making  report  to  the  diredor;  and,  when  in  theiif 
power,  to  attend  and  perform  or  dired  all  capital  operati* 
ons : 

That  the  hofpital  phyficians /hall  take  charge  of  fuch 
particular  hofpitals  as  maybeaffigncd  them  by  the  direc-' 
tor  :  They  fliall  obey  the  orders  of  the  diredor,  or  in  his* 
abfence  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyficiari  :  They  fliall  have 
power  to  fufpend  officers  under  them,  and  to  confine  other 
perfons  ferving  in  the  hofpitals  under  their  charge,  for 
negligence  or  ill  behaviour,  until  the  matter  be  regularly, 
enquired  into :  They  fhall  diligently  attend  to  the  cafes  of  i 
the  fick  and  wounded  of  the  hofpitals  under  their  care,  ad-' 
miniflfring  at  all  times  proper  relief  as  far  as  may  be  in' 
their  power  :  They  fhall  rcfpedively  give  orders  under 
their  hands  to  the  afliflant  purveyor  or  ftcward  at  the  hof- 
pital, for  the  iffuing  provilionsand  ftores,  as  well  as  for 
the  procuring  any  other  fmall  articles  that  the  exigencies  of 
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fhe  l)ofpitaI  may  require,  and  which  the  flore  is  not  provi- 
ded with,  having  alAvays  a  llrid  regard  to  economy,  a^ 
W-il  as  the  welfare  of  the  fick  then  to  be  provided  for  : 
They  Ihall  make  weekly  returns  to  the  nearefl  chief  hofpi- 
td-l  phyfician,  of  the  ftate  of  the  hofpitals  under  their  ref- 
pedive  care.  •      -  . 

The  mates  ihall  each  take  charge  of  and  attend  the  pati- 
ents aiTigned  them,  and  perform  fuch  other  duties  as  ihalf 
be  direded  by  the  diredor,  chief  or  other  phyficians  and 
furgeons.  • 

Tii3  chief  phyiician  and  furgeon  of  the  army  fhall  be 
fubjed  to  the  orders  and  controul  of  the  diredor:  His  dut;f 
Jhall  be  to  fuperintend  the  regimental  furgeons   and   their 
plates,  to  fee  that  they  do  their  duty  :  To   hear  all  com- 
plaints againil  the  faid  regimental  furgeons  and  mates,  and 
make  report  of  them  to  the  diredor,  or  in   his  abfence  to 
the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding'  officer  of  a  fepa- 
|:ate  army,  that  they  may  be  brought  to  trial  by  court-mar- 
tial for  mifbehaviour  :  To  draw  for  and  receive  from  ih^ 
purveyor  a  fuitable  number  of  large  flrong  tents,  beds,  bed- 
ding and  hofpital  flores,  and  from  the  apothecary  or  his 
affiftant  proper  medicines,  for  fuch  iick  and  wounded  per- 
fons  as  cannot  be  removed  t(si  the  general   hofpital  widi 
fafety,  or  may  be  rendered  fit  for  duty  in  a  ihorr  time.    He 
ihall  alfo  fee  that  the  fick  and  wounded,  while  under  hi$ 
care,  are  properly  attended  and  provided  for,  and  convey- 
ed when  fit  to  be  removed,   to  the  general   hofpital  ;  ibr 
Which  lafi;  purpofe,  he  fhall  be  fupplied   by  the  quarter 
mafter  general  with  a  proper  number  of  convenient  wag- 
gons and  driyers  ;  he  ihall  have  a  fteward  which  he  is  ta 
appoint,  to  receive  and  properly  difpenfe  fuch  articles  of 
diet  and  refrefhments  as  ihall  be  procured  for  the  fick  ;  and 
alfo  ihall  appoint  fuch  a  number  of  nurfes  and  orderly  ni?a 
as  may  be  neceffary  for  the  attendance  of  the  fick  aad 
wounded  under  his  care.     He  ihall  caufe  daily  returns  to 
be  made  to  him  of  all  the  fick  and  wounded   which   hava 
been  removed  to  the  hofpitals,  all  that  remain  the  hofpital 
tents,  all  that  are  become  fit  for  duty,  all  that  are  convale- 
fcent,  and  allwhomiy  have  died,  fpecifying  the  particu- 
lar raaludies  under  which  the  fick   and  wounded  labour  ; 
^nd  ihall  make  a  monthly  return  thereof  to  the  diredor, 
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?who  /Kali  zdi  it  to  his  general  hofpital  returns,  to  be  tranf* 
Kjitted  monthly  to  the  medicalcommittee. 

That  whenever  any  regimental  furgeon  or  mate  fliall  be 
abfent  from  his  regiment,  without  leave  from  the  chief 
phyfician  and  furgeon,  or  commander  of  the  army  where 
his  duty  lies,  the  faid  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon  fhall 
have  power  to  remove  fuch  furgeon  or  m.ate,  and  forth- 
with appoint  another  in  his  ftead; 

That  the  purveyor  provide,  oj-  caufe  to  be  provided,  all 
hofpital  flores,  medicines,  inftruments,  drellings,  utenfils, 
and  fuch  other  articles  as  iliall  be  prefcribed  bv  the  written 
order  of  the  diredor,  or  two  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyfi-- 
cians,  and  deliver,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  delivered,  up- 
on written  orders,  under  the  hand  of  the  direftor,  or  chief 
hofpital  phyfician,  or  one  of  the  hofpital  phyficians,  hav- 
ing the  charge  of  a  particular  hofpital,  or  of  the  chief  phy- 
fician and  furgeon  of  the  army,  which,  with  receipts 
thereon  for  delivery  of  the  fame,  fhall  be  his  fufficient 
vouchers.  He  {hall  be  allowed  a  clerk,  and  as  many  ftore- 
keepers  as  occafion  may  require  and  the  diredor  Ihall  ap- 
prove of.  He  ihall  alfo  pay  the  falaries  of  the  officers,  and 
all  other  expences  of  the  hofpitals.  He  fliall  render  his 
accounts  every  three  months  to  the  bo^rd  of  treafury  for

army ;  and  that  he  be  allowed  as  many  mates  as  occafioa 
may  require,  and  the  diredor  fliall  approve  of : 

That  the  diredor,  or  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital 
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))liyfician,  f^iall  appoint  a  fleward  for  each  hofpital,  whofe 
duty  itfhall  be  to  purchafe  vegetables  and  other  fmall  arti-' 
cles,  under  the  direction  of  the  purveyor,  and  to  receive

thereto,  it  is  further  recommended,  that  the  officers  at 
camp  be  empowered,  and  direc'^ed  to  ufe  every  prudent 
meafure  and  improve  every  favorable  opportunity  to  enliU, 
for  the  continuance  of  the  war,  fuch  of  the  men  belong- 
ing to  their  refpedive  ilates,  as  are  not  engaged  for  that  pe- 
riod, whether  now  in  the  field  or  herafter,  from  time  to 
time,  joining  the  army  ;  and  that  a  recruiting  officer  from 
each  corps  be  kept  in  the  llate  to  which  the  regiments  ref- 
pedivly  belong,  to  enliil  recruits  for  the  war,  as  well  to 
relieve  thofe  who  are  engaged  for  alhorter  or  limited  term, 
as  to  fupply  cafual  deficiencies  : 

That  two  dollars  be  granted  to  the  recruiting  officer  for 
every  able  bodied  foldier  he  fhall  enliil  for  the  war,  who 
ihall  join  the  arm.y  ;  and  that  a  fum  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  be  allowed  as   a  bounty  to  every  fuch  recruit : 

That  the  commander  in  chief  be,  and  hereby  is  direded 
to  caufe  returns  to  be  made  as  fpeedily  as  poifible  to  the  fe- 
veral  fiates,  of  the  number  of  men  they  will  probably  hav^e 
in  the  field  on  the  firil  day  of  January  next,  that  the  ilates 
may  take  immediate  meafures  for  compleating  their  refpec- 
tive  quotas  as  above  recommended,  by  that  time  : 

,   That 
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That  the  commander  in  chief  be  and  he  is  hereby  direc- 
ted to  make  a  return  annually  to  Congrefs,  on  or  before 
tTie  firft  day  of  September,  of  the  number  of  troops  from 
€ach  ftate,  in  order  that  Congrefs  may  be  enabled  to  make" 
their  requilitions  from  the  feveral  ftates  with  certainty  and 
in  feafon  : 

That  the  cloathing  be  farnifhed,  and  regularly  ferved' 
out  to  the  troops,  as  it  becomes  due,  and  that  a  full  com- 
penfation  be  made  for  any  arrearages  of  cloathing. 

That  the  regiments  of  cavalry,  artillery  and  of  artificers^ 
as  they  now  ftand,  be  confidered  as  belonging  to  the  Hates 
refpedivly  to  which  they  are  or  may  be   affigned,  which 
fiates  Ihall  cornpleai-  them  to  the  full  complement,  fupply^ 
them  vvith  necefTaries,  and  in  every  refped  treat  them  as  if 
originally  raifed  therein,  and  that  fuch  other  fiates  as  now' 
have  non-comimiilioned  officers  or  privates  in  any  of  the  re- 
giments aiorefaid,  be  credited  in  their  quotas  for  fuch  men. 
according  to  their  num.bers,  from  timie  to  time  ;  for  which 
purpofe  the  commander  in  chief  is  hereby  direded  to  fpeci- 
fy  fuch  non-commiilioned   officers   and  privates,  and   the' 
ftares   to   which   they  formerly    belonged,  in  the  return^ 
which  hefhall  ma.ke  to  the  ilates,  and  in  his  annual  returns 
to  Congrefs. 

That  the  regiment  commanded  by  colonel  Mofes  Hazea 
be  continued  on  its  prefent  eliablilhment,  and  that  all  non- 
dommiffioiied  officers  and  privates,  being  foreigners  belong- 
1  ing  to  any  of  the  reduced  regiments  and  corps,  be  incorpo- 
rated therewith, and  all  voluntt?ers  from  foreign  ftates,  who 
are  now  in  the  fervice,  or  may  hereafter  join  the  American 
army,  be  annexed  to  the  faid  regiment  : 

And    whereas,    by  the  foregoing  arrangemient,  many 
deferving  officers  muil:  become  fupernumerary,  and  it  is 
'  proper  that  regard  be  had  to  them  : 

Refohedy  That  from  the  time  the  reform  of  the  army 

'  takes  place,  they  be  entitled  to  half-pay  for  feven  years, 

in  fpecie  or  other  current  money  equivalent,  and  alfo  grants 

\  of  land  at  the  clofe  cf  the  war,  agreeably  to  the  refoiutiofi 

'  of  the  1 6th  of  September,  1776. 

Ordered^  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  arrang^ement  of 
I  the  army  be  fent  to  the  commander  in  chief,  for  his  opinion

That  the  intereft  heretofore  paid  on  loan-office  certifi- 
cates, under  rhe  refolutions  of  Congrefs,  previous  to  the 
28  th  of  June  lail,  was  paid  and  received  as  full  compen- 
fation  for  interell  due,  agreeably  to  the  faid  refolutions, 
that  all  money  loaned  under  the  faid  refolutions  was  paid 
in  on  a  dependence  that  the  faid  refolutions  would  b:; 
complied  with  ;  and  therefore  that  no  retrofpeil  in  addi-* 
tional  interelt,  where  the  intereil  has  been  duly  pari 
agreeably  to  the  refolutions  aforefaid,  ought  to  take  place^ 
but  that  from  and  after  the  28th  June  laft,  all  interelt  oii' 
loan-office  certificates  be  paid  agreeably  to  the  refolutioii 
of  June  28th,  on  which  the  table  for  afcertaining  the  value^ 
of  money  loaned  is  founded.

Refolvedj  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the 
governors  or  prefidents  of  the  feveral  Hates,  who  grant  com-" 
liiillions  for  private  vefTels  of  war,  that  on  the  back  of  the

liejolvcd,  Thar  the  falary  of  John  Lawrance,  as  jud^e 
advocate,  be  fettled  at  the  rate  of  fixty  dollars  ppr  month, 
from  the  time  of  his  appointment  to  the  zjih  of  March  1778, 
and  from  that  day  to  the  firfl  of  Auguft  lafl:,  at  the  rate  o£.

That  the  quartermaller  general  immediately  apply  to 
the  executive  authority  of  the  ftates  nearefl  the  quarters  of 
the  main  army,  to  furnilh  fuch  quantities  of  forage  as 
may  be  in  their  power,  to  enable  him  to  lay  up  proper 
magazines  for  the  ufe  of  the  army,  and  that  he  aifo  apply 
to  the  more  diilant  ffcates  to  furniflt  the  intermediate  polls 
with  forage  for  the  purpofe  of  tranfporting  provifions  and 
ilores  lo  the  army,  and  provide  forage  for  the  horfes  re- 
moved from  the  army  : 

That,  as  foon  as  the  foregoing  refolutions  for  the  remo- 
val of  the  horfes  in  camp  are  carried  into  eiFed,  the  com- 
mander in  chief  caufe  returns  to  be  made  to  the  board  o£ 
war,  of  all  horfes,  both  of  public  and  private  property, 
kept  in  camp  at  the  public  expence,  and  alfo  of  thofe  re- 
moved, noting  at  what  places  kept  and  on  what  bufmefs 
employed.. 

MONDAY,    Nevcmheri^y  1780. 

A  letter  of  the  7th  from  governor  Jefferfon  was  read, 
incloimg  a  letter  of  the  ift  from  major-general  Gates, 
with  a  particular  account  of  the  vidory  obtained  by  the 
militia  over  the  enemy  at  King's  Mountain  on  the  7th  of 
Odober  laft  ;  whereupon 

Rejohcd^  That  Congrefs  entertain  a  high  fenfe  of  the 
fpirited  and  military  condud  of  colonel  Campbell,  and 
the  officers  and  privates  of  the  militia  under  his  command, 
difplayed  in  theadion  of  Odober  7th,  in  which  a  corn- 
piece  vidory  was  obtained  over  fuperior  numbers  of  the 
enemy,  advantageoufiy  polled  on  King's  Mountain  in  the 
ilate  of  North-Carolina  ;  and  that  this  refolution  be  pub- 
lilhed  by  the  comm^anding  officer  of  th  e  fouthern  army  in 
general  orders. 

TUESDAY    November  14,  1780. 

Hefolved,  That  Congrefs  approve  the  mode  fugge/led 
by  the  commander  in  chief,  of  incorporating  the  remain- 
der of  the  men  of  the  late  brigadier-general  Pulaski's  le- 
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gion,  and  as  many  of  the  officers  as  there  are  vacancies 
for,  into  colonel  Armand's  corps;  and  that  a  return  be 
made  to  the  board  oi  war  of  the  deficiency  of  that  corps, 
that  meafures  may  be  taken  to  compleat  it  according  to 
the  late  eUablilhment ;  and  that  lieutenant-colonel  Lee 
make  a  return  of  the  deficiency  of  his  corps,  for  the  1  arns 
purpofe. 

That  the  commander  in  chief  be  direded  to  lay  before 
Congrefs  a.  return  of  the  officers  of  the  engineering  de- 
partment, including  thofe  of  the  companies  of  fappeis  and 
miners,  and  diflinguifhing  fuch  as,  in  his  judgment,  it 
will  be  necefTary  to  retain  in  fervice,  in  order  that  the 
officers  of  that  department,  who  ffiall  be  continued  m 
fervice,  may  be  put  on  an  equal  ellablifhrnent  with  the 
officers  of  the  line,  and  that  provifion  may  be  made  for 
fuch  as  fhall  be  reduced. 

Refolved,  That  theclaufe  of  the  letter  from  the  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  7th,  which  refpeds  the  laying  in 
magazines  of  provifions  contiguous  to  the  army  while  the 
feafon  admits  of  tranfportation,  be  forwarded  to  the  exe- 
cutives of  theftates  of  Pennfylvania,  Delaware  and  Mary- 
land ;  that  they  be  inform.ed  the  efforts  of  thofe  ftates  are 
becom.e  the  more  elTential  from  the  defirudion  of  the  grain 
upon  the  weftern  frontiers  of  the  ftateof  New-York  in  the 
late  incurfion  of  the  enemy  ;  and 

That  they  be  earneftiy  required  to  urge  forward,  wi  th« 
out  lofs  of  time,  as  great  a  proportion  of  tlie  provifions 
affigned  to  their  quotas  as  can  be  procured,  that  the  army 
may  no  longer  be  expofed  to  want,  or  Congrefs  to  com- 
plaints, which  it  is  out  of  their  power  to  redrefs. 

And  whereas  it  is  reprefcnted  by  the  commander  in  chief, 
that  the  enemy  at  New- York  derive  great  fupplies  ot  pio- 
vifions  from  a  trade  with  the  adjacent  ftates,  and  that  the 
penalty  of  this  criminal  commerce,  by  the  laws  now  exift- 
ing,  is  either  fo  flight  or  fo  listle  attended  to,  that  it  does 
not  prevent  the  praftice :  and  that  by  thefe  means  the 
enemy  have  often  been  enabled  to  bear  the  dirappointment; 
of  the  arrival  of  thehr  provifion  fieets,  and  to' avoid  ths; 
diftrefs  which  they  muft  have  experienced  had  the  refour- 
ces  of  the  country  been  effedually  cut  off  from  them  :  and 
whereas  moft  nations  have  made  it  capital  for  their  hiU- 
jefts  to  furniffi  the  enemy  with  provifions  and  militai-y, 
toes  during  war : 
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JRefohed,  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the 
legiflatures  of  the  refpeftive  flates,  by  whom  it  hath  not 
ah-eady  been  done,  to  inflid  capital  punifhment  on  all  fuch 
perfons  as  fhall,  diredly  or  indiredtly,  fupply  the  enemy 
with  provifions  or  military  or  naval  itores :  and  that  the 
moll  eitedual  msafures  be  adopted  by  the  refpedive  ftates 
for  the  vigorous  execution  of  fuch  laws. 

WEDNESDAY,    November  15,  17S0. 

P^sfclved,  That  the  falaries  of  the  officers  on  the  civil 
lift,  as  fixed  by  the  refolution  of  the  13  th  and  25  th  of  Sep- 
tember laft,  ihallhave  retrofped  from  that  day  to  the  2d 
of  November,  1778:  that  the  value  of  all  monies  and

Refolvedy  That  the  board  of  treafury  furnifh  the  honor- 
able Ralph  Izard,  with  bills  of  exchange,  out  of  rhofe  al-

Ordered,  That  dodor  Shippen,  director  of  thehofpitals, 
arepair  to  head-quarters,  and  put  himfelf  under  the  orders 
of  the  commander  in  chief. 

SATURDAY,     November  25,  1780. 

A  bill  of  exchange  was  prefented  to  Congrefs,  drawu 
on  the  honorable  John  Hancock,  prefident  of  Congrefs, 
by  SamuelChew,  in  favor  of  the  order  of  Michael  Hendrick 
Leften,  expreffed  for  the  fum  of  fix  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  guilders,  expreffed  to  be  for  fundries  fupplied  for  the 
brigantine  Refiilance,  dated  at  Demerary,  December  8, 
1777  : 

Ordered,  That  the  fame  be  referred  to  the  board  of  ad- 
Eiiralty,  to  take  order. 

Refolved, 
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Refolvedy  That  all  the  artificers  in  the  departmen  t  of  mi- 
licary  ftores  in  Pennfylvania,  be  removed  to  Carl  iile,  and 
that  in  future  only  an  ilTuing  ftore  and  an  eiaboratory  for 
fixing  ammunition  be  kept  in  Philadelphia. 

Thai;  general  Wailiington  detach  a  field  officer  of  artille- 
ry to  take  the  command  and  fuperintend  the  bufinefs  at 
Carlifle,  and  under  the  orders  of  the  board  of  war. 

That  the  commiflfary  general  of  purchafes,  be  dii:e<fred 
to  form  a  fufficient  magazine  of  proviiions  at  Carlille  for 
the  fupply  of  the  poft. 

That  the  board  of  treafury  take  im.mediate  meafures  for 
furnifhing  fuch  fums  of  money  as  iliall  be  neceifary  for  fup- 
plying  the  department  of  military  ilores,  agreeably  to  aa 
eilimate  approved  by  the  board  of  war, 

Congrefs  took  intoconfideration  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  letter  of  the  12th  from  Jonathan  Bryan, 
which  is  in  the  words  following  : 

That  the  feveral  matters  Hated  in  his  letter  appear  to  ba 
true,  and  therefore  from  the  particular  fituation  of  Mr. 
Bryan,  and  in  confideration  of  the  li^rdinips  he  has  fufFer- 
ed  by  a  lon^^  captivity  and  removal  far  from  his  family  and 
iriends,  at  his  advanced  period  of  life  ;  they  recommend, 
that  Mr.  Bryan  be  reimburfed  fourteen  hundred  dollars,  ad- 
vanced by  him  in  March  1778,  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops  in 
Georgia,  according  to  the  value  of  the  money  at  that  time  ; 
that  he  alfo  be  paid,  forty-three  pounds  ten  fliillings  ller- 
ling,  on  account,  being  one  half  of  the  value  of  the 
two  boats  at  the  time  they  were  furniilied  for  the  ufe  o£ 
the  army  ;  and  that  it  be  referred  to  the  board  of  treafury 
to  take  "order. 

Refolvedf  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report,

Additional  inftrudions  to  the  captains  and  Gom.manders 
©fall  iliips  of  war  and  private  armed  velfels  who  fliall  have 
commilSonsor  letters  of  marque  and  reprifal. 
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I  ft.  You  fhall  permit  all  neutral  veffels  freely  to  navi- 
gate on  the  high  Teas  or  coafts  of  America,  except  fuch  as 
are  employed  in  carrying  contraband  goods  or  foldiers  to 
the  enemies  of  thefe  United  States. 

2d.  You  HiaiJ  not  feize  or  capture  any  effe«5ls  belonging 
to  the  fubjeds  of  belligerent  powers  on  board  neutral 
vefTels,  except  contraba.nd  goods. 

3d.  The  term  contraband  ihall  be  confined  to  thofe  ar- 
ticles which  are  exprefsly  declared  to  be  fuch  in  the  trea- 
ty of  amity  and  comm.erce  of  February  6th,  1778,  be- 
tween thefe  United  States  and  his  moil  chriftian  majefly, 
namely,  arms,  great  guns,  bombs  with  their  fufes  and 
other  things  belonging  to  them,  cannon  balls,  gun  pow- 
der, match,  pikes,  fwords,  lances,  fpears,  halberts,  mor- 
ters,  petards,  grenadoes,  falt-petre,  muskets,  m.usket- 
balls,  bucklers,  helmets,  breaft-plates,  coats  of  mail,  and 
the  like  kind  of  arms  proper  for  arming  foldiers,  muskec 
reRs,  belts,  horfes  with  their  furniture,  and  all  other  war- 
like iniiruraents  whatever. 

4th.  That  all  commi/Iions,  bonds  and  inftrudions  ILall 
be  conformable  to  the  preceding  regulations  :  And  if  any 
thing  fhall  be  done  or  willingly  fuffered  to  be  done,  con- 
trary thereto,  the  offender  flialinot  only  forfeit  his  commif- 
iion  and  be  liable  to  an  adion  for  breach  of  the  condition 
of  the  bond,  bucbe  refponjible  to  the  party  grieved  for  da- 
mages fuliained  by  fuch  malverfation. 

5th.  Thefe  inflrudions,  the  principles,  on  which  they 
are  grounded,  and  the  ad  of  Congrefs  of  the  5th  day  of 
Odober  laft,  fhall  ferve  as  a  rule  of  proceedings  in  the  U- 
iiited  States  on  the  legality  of  prizes.
